While at sheshegwaning recently, 
the Chief told me you were considering using the 
Anglican school this year, 
in your interests, the children's 
and ours 1 thought yoy might like to know a few facts, 
Over a year ago 1 was told that the 
furnace at the Anglican sehod smokes very badly and 
i believe repairs to the building would be necessary, 
At the Catholic school there is a 
good supply of wood, about half of which is in the shed, 
The cost of transportation of the wood alone, not 
considering supplies etc, would be considerable, The 
walls and ceilings of the entire building were painted 
Or murescoed last year, If the place were left vacant 
for a winter I think the muresco and possible the paint 
would chip off, 

As to the pupils, only three ouf or 
twenty-three live in that direction, All the others 
would have an extra half mile or more, part of whieh 
drifts badly, Of course attendance would be affected, 

As to our interests, we always put in 
& large garden, more to encourage gardening than for 
the produce; moving would complicate matters for the 
garden both this fall and next spring,

17th,1940, regarding the furnace and heating system of the 
Sheshegwaning R. ©. Sehodl, I beg to reply, the first trip 
I made to Sheshegwaning to investigate the condition of the 
schools, I could not get into either one. Miss Goody,the former 
teacher,had taken the keys with her,for the R. ©. School; and the 
Indian,who is reported to have the key for the C. #. School,was 
away also, but I could see from the outside,that it would take 
considerable to put in decent shape, and I was informed,the furnace 
in it ie within four years of beings old as the othercone, and 
wae not giving good service when last used, however,it is to 
good a building to have demolished. 


I then had to write to Miss Goody to send me the keys 
for the R. ©. School,before I could get an estimate on the repairs 
there. 


I estimated the ©. Z. School would possibly need a new 
furnace besides the other repairs; and that the R. ©. School would 
need only a furnace, but when Mr. Bond,who is an experienced man, 
advised me,the old one,could be repaired to give several years 
service, that seemed to me,the logical and most economical thing 
to do, so I did not think it necessary to have him examine the ? 
furnace in the ©. E. School. 


This Reserve is about eighty five miles from Manitow-— 
aning, and with the extra work that has been thrust upon me this 
season, with the alterations in pay-lists, building of hospital, 
Registering of Indians etc., I just simply cannot keep right up 
to date on it.

EXTRACT FROM W.J. GREENING'S REPORT. 


on the above school, dated May 17th, 1946. 


"As I have always held that, in Indian Schools espec- 
fally, a teacher's ability can be most accurately estimated by 
the attendance, (although this will now be affected by the Fam- 
ily Allowances}, the attendance as shown above is just what I 
would expect. 


In this connection it is noted that there are fifteen 
double desks and three single desks, providing seats, of sorts, 
for some twenty-six pupils.

School Inspector states that the 
in her school is very marked, The pupila st the 
individual teaching in a high degree. He 2 
hard te judge which is the better school, +t Cape Croker or 
Sydney Bay, as both are so excellently kept. He stated that 
it would be well worth while for the Department to pay 4 
teacher a good salary for even the féw who attend, in view 
of the results being attained.

I beg to inform you I had a visit from Mr McCool,the 
Public School inspector for this district,on Sept 26th and that 
he visited all the Schools on the reserve during his stay here. 

In regards to Miss Jones who is substituting in Miss 
McIvor's place at Sidney Bay School he gave a very creditable 
report,and seems to think that she would be satisfactory untill 
an older and more experienced teacher could be obtained,and also 
states that this is a very bad time of the year to get teachers 
and there would be more chance to get one in June or July,than 
at present. 

I might state that I have had some of parents of children 
going to Sidney Bay School to me,with complaints that the teacher 
there now is to severe,in punishing the children,and are talking 
of removing their children unless a new teacher is secured. That 
is one good point for the teacher,as some of the children are as 
big as her and have had their own way for to long,and come to School 
just when they feel like and do not behave when they a re at School, 

I am inclosing the letters sent me by the inspector,which 
refer to a young man down the country a bit,whom I dont think would 
be suitable for here,ae his intention would be to make enough money 
to take him through College,and he would not stay long and would 
nottake an interest if only remaining a short time. 

I also inclose the application of John Mcleod of this 
reserve ,a married man and a soldier. This man has served a term 
in jail for making liquor and also has had his Soldier Loan taken 
ffrom him,he is a R.C. and all the children going to Sidney Bay 
School are Protestants and I would not recommend him and believe 
the gir} there at present would be more satisfactory than either 
of these men.

With reference to the attached memorandum, I have 
to inform you that the teacher of the sidney Bay Indian Day 
School, Cape Croker Agency, resigned laet september. i Miee 
Mabel Jones was appointed, temporarily, by the Indian agent, 
and the Department approved of hie action. The Provincial 
Public sohool Inepector vieited Miee Jonee at the school, 
shortly after ehe commenced duties, and gave a very eatiefac- 
tory report. The Department then engaged the services of Miee 
donee for the present academic year (ending June 30, 1923). 


ir. John M. Mcleod applied, through Mr. Indian Agent 
Moore, for the position. Mr. Moore reporte ae followe: "I 
also enclose the application of John Mcleod of thie reeerve, 4 
married man and a soldier. Thie man hae served a term in jail 
for making liquor and algo hae had hie eoldier'e loan taken 
from him. He ie Kk. U. and all the children going to Sidney 
Bay School are Protestant, and I would not recommend him." 


Laet month the Hon. ir. Malcolm, member for North 
Bruce, wrote to me as followe (in part):- "There ie a returned 
man by the name of John M. Mcleod, whom I happen to know, at 
the Cape Croker Keeerve, who ie recommended by Rev. Father 
Cadieux. Mcleod hae a good war record and ie a bright chap. 
I do not believe, however, that he has a teacher's certificate. 
He ie, on the other hand, the type of man who would etay on the 
reeerve and, if Father Cadieux ie eatiefied with hie qualific- 
atione, he muet have the ability.” 


I replied to Mir. Malcolm in the following terme: 
“In September, last, a vacancy occurred at thie echool and 
Mise Mabel Jones wae appointed by thie Department at a ealary 
of $500 per annum.

the Sidney B Day School on tnis Reserve. 

A the time of Miss McIvor's resigning and giving up 
the School in Sept 1922,it was necessary to get a substitute for 
the School and after getting three applicante,none of whom were 
properly qualified School teachers ,Miss Mabel Jones of thie Reserve 
was appointed as teacher for tne rest of the term,and as tne time 
of Mise McIvor leaving(directly after the Summer holidays} it was 
impossible to get a proper qualified teacher, 

Since Mise Jonee has been at the School,I have had 
complaints from some of the residente at that part of the Reserve 
that she ie not teaching the children and that she has not had 
suffecient education to teach and that being only 16 yrs old she 
has not the age that demabds obedience from children and also that 
being an Indian girl the children are to familiar and do not learn, 

The residents of Sidney Bay brought a petition to the 
Council at the last Meeting ,aeking for tne teachers dismissal and 
a qualified teacher,obtained,threating to remove their children to 

ther School's if this was not granted. 

I thoroughly explained to them that at the time of Miss ( 
McIvor leaving,it was not possible to secure a more qualified 
teacher than Miss Jones and that her appointment was confirmed til 
the end of the term and if a more qualified teacner could be obtaind 
then,it would be done. 

The whole trouble seems to be the age of tiie teacher 

f and tnat she is an Indian girl and spite held by one section of the 
Reserve against another. 

I have been visiting the School's here,nearly every week 
and find a lot of tne cnildren absent through illness and not having 
suffecient clothing for the cold weather,and I visited Sidney Bay 
School on Feb8tn and there were no children there at all and that 
they were all sick and also tne teacher was sick and sent her home 
and closed the School for this week,as the teacher is worse and 
confined to bed.( I would state that the Wiarton Public School , 
MeIvors School,Lions Head Shool and others have been closed for 
over ten days through the teachers and children being laid up wit! 
the Flu') 

In regarde the complaint against tne teacher,I shall 
have Inspector McCool,who shall be here shortly,repert on the 

| progress of the children and also on the qualifications of the

The Indian agent, Mr. Moore, had requested the In- 
spector to be careful in inspecting the school so as to 
be able to report on the merits of Miss Jones. Miss 
Jones gives promise of being a good teacher. As the at- 
tendence for some years at Sidney Bay has not heen large, 
only seven being enrolled at present, if Miss Jones were 
encouraged and the parents had the wisdom to support her 
loyelly, good work could be done. It is quite true that 
she is young and has not had much experience but she is 
quite bright and intelligent and might succeed fairly 
well in a small school. Even a short summer course at 
Bracebridge or Gore Bay would help her very much, 


Of course if the Department advertises for a 
regular qualified teacher, it may be difficult to get 
one. It seems to the inspector that work would proceed 
satisfactorily under present conditions until June, 


The children are given hot drinks at the noon hour

At tne time Mase McGarvey took over tne School 
there were 8 pupils on tne roll and it has increased to 13 at 
present and she nag an attendance of around 10 pupils ecacn day and 
the residents of tuat district are quite satisfied with her 
services and desire tiat she remain,and according to tne Inspector's 
report she is satisfactory for another term, 

Owing to the fact that this teacher does not use 
the residence at tue School,it saves the Band in the neighborhood 
of $50.00 a year for wood and otner necessaries and owing to tne 
increased attendance and satisfied public as well,I would recomuend 
that consideration be given to ner request for a increase in 
salary to tne extent of $75.00 to 100,.00.,which would mean that 
she would receive $650.00 along witn the living bonus, The teachers 
in tne neighboring white schools receive $800.00 and $1,000.0¢ 
and One has not so many pupils as is going to Sidney Bay and the 
teaching of white children is not as hard as tiie Indian children,

Having telegraphed youeto-day requesting an extension of time re 
my dismissal as teacher "At Sidney Bay ,I wish to explatn ty-reason for 
so doting. 
With your permission,I shall proceed to give a short account of 
the events leading up to the present situatton.I[ cane here on Jan.Ist., 
of the present year,with my two children,having been recomended by 
Mr.A.D,Moore,who was Agent at that tine.My teaching has been satisfac 
as far as I know,at any rate [I have heen pratsed by P.S.,Inspestor M 
at each of his visits,my pupils have naade a good showing in their 
school garden and school fatr work,and have also acquitted theaselves 
ereditably in our recent Christmas entertatnnent.When Mr.Moore left here 
in June,he wrote me a very nice letter,expressing satisfaction with ny 
work here,and wishing me continued success, 
when Mr.Poste entered upon his duties as Agent,our relations were 
quite pleasant and continued so until a few weeks ago.I had been writing 
the Stdney Bay news for the Wiarton fcho,and tneluded the natnutes of 
the Cape Croker Council Meeting,which had been given ne by one of the 
councillors,jir.Lawrence Keeshtg.On Saturday,Dec.14th.,Mr.Poste called 
at my home in a very ugly mood,asked ae if I wrote the said news, and 
when I frankly admitted it,accused ne of sticking ay nose into his 
business.He also asked me where I had obtained the council news,and when 
I told him,he made some very nasty renarks and warned ne to cease 
associating with Lawrence Keeshig if I wished to hold ny position. 
Just here let ae say that I became acquainted with this man shortly 
after I came here,as he has done the repairing around the schoolhouse 
and restdence.I have found him to be at all times a eentlenan,educated, 
cultured and of congental personality, iI an jutte willing to admit 
that I have treated hin as a friend and jual,and have upon different 
occasions during the past three months entertained hia at ny home, in 
presence of iy an.We have also visited at his nother 
home .During r I was ill in bed the Latter part of 
November, Mr.Kee r he tharge of he school,being a 1alif te teac 
end as winter ‘had in,he boarded at ur 1e.Mr.Poste called 
the time,and offered no objections.I might say that I have also 
entertained others of my Indian netghbours occasionally,and have visited 
in their homes and assoctated with thea to 2 certain exten 
To resume; Mr.Poste called here on Monday,Dec.23rd. * the nonthly 
report,and made no further reference to his former threats.On Christaas 
night my two children and I went to Cape Croker with 4 sleighload of 
neighbours to attend the community entertainment and dance.Here we net 
lir.Keeshig,who had been off the Reserve working and had just returned. 
we danced together once,then shortly afterwards,my children and I 
returned hone as we had come.The following afternoon,Mr.Poste appeared on 
the scene with a letter of dismissal fopA me,but no explanation except 
that he was done “nonkeying with ne",to use his own elegant expression. 
I an under the tupression that a teacher ts entitled to due 
notice before being dismissed,aleo for a reason for disnissal. Mor 
ie a tenant not entitled to more than six days' notice before bein, 
to vacate 2 house? My house in dtarton ts occupted,and ay tenants 
thirty days’ notice.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter 8-2-5 of October 13th,with reference to the 
report of the School Inspector,on the condition of 
the ceiling of No 2 Sidney Bay School on this 
Reserve, 

The ceiling of tuis School is cracked 
and will need tearing off and replastered,a coat 
of Moresco on the walls of the classroom would be 
better than any process of cleaning the walls.The 
whole exteriot woodwork of tne School needs painting 
as well as the Verandah of tne residence needs 
floor and pillar repairs, The ceiling in the kitchen 
of the teachers residence needs plastering as it 
was not put on heavy enough when done originally 
and is peeling off. I am not prepared to state 
the cost of thse repairs,unless secured tenders, 
but would estimate it in the vicinity of $109.00 
for a complete overhauling as I have stated above, 

would not recommend that this 

work be done during the cold weather or by inexper- 
fenced workmen and from all appearances it could 
well wait untill next Summer vacation time,when I 
would recommend it be done.

I beg to report the need of considerabéa 
repairs to be done to NO 2 Sidney Bay School and which 
repairs should be done during tne present Summer vacation, 

The roof on this School is leaking 
and patching is not satisfactory and it should be 
re-roofed with arrow-loek shingles,which could be laid 
on over the present cedar shingles, The ceiling of the 
School room needs plastering as well as one wall,cne 
cloak room and they are badly cracked and in some places 
the plaster is off or very loose, One cloak room needs 
Murescoing again.The interiorv woodwork needs varnishing 
the kitchen in tne residence needs plastering and 
painting on tne ceiling,the outside stone work needs 
pointing in some places,the whole exterior woodwork 
needs painting badly with two coate,the residence 
Werandan needs repairs to the pillars and floor, tne 
wood sned needs a new roof, some boards on the walls 
and a coat of shingle stain on the whole sned,tne 
outerhouses need some eMall repairs to doors and seats 
as well as new boxes and tien painted,some windows need 
fresn puttying and two panes of glass replaced, 

By the looks of the plaster used on

Your action in this matter 
is approved. It is noted that considerably more work has to be 
performed than was at first expected but it is hoped that all the 
work as mentioned by you at each of these schools will be finished 
before the schools re-open after the present summer holidays.

moved away was the reason i recommended the new well be 
arilled on school preperty, the old well is about 175 feet 
from school property. 


As to how deep the well would have to be drilled 
is a very hard thing to estimate it may be anywhere from 
twenty five feet to one hundred and twernty five feet more 
er less but the driller guarantees water. 


I trust I have made this clear to the Department.

I am writing to you, not as a high official in 
the Indian Department, but as to one who will befriend me 
in the present difficulty. 

As your records will show I have been in the 
employ of the Indian Department, as a teacher, since my 
youth upwards. I have given over 40 years of service, 
and have endured many discouragements and hardshipa. 

In the summer and fall of 1917 the Department 
built a Teacher's dwelling at Sitmey Bay, where I am 
teaching. I made request through the Indian Agent to 
the Department to supply the necessary furniture for the 
dwelling. 48 I have been boarding 411 my life I had no 
furniture on hand. After a long delay, the Agent at 
last informed me that the Department had granted $100.00 
for furnishing the dwelling. As you are well aware the 
buying power of & dollar is not even half of what it was 
some years ago. 

i went with the Agent to Wiarton to help pur- 
chase the articles. Most of what we got is second hand 


articles, as new was away beyond our means in price. But 


even then we could not get the necessary articles Wr the 


sum granted. 
I asked the Agent to go @ little beyond, feeling 
sure the Department would spend a little more when the cost 


of things at the present time is considered. 
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The bedding, blankets, towels, dishes, cutlery, 
and many other necessary articles in even the sinplest 
housekeeping, I boughs with my own money. 

Last year at Port Rlgin school, wo. 4 on this 
reserve, when the teacher's residence was furnished, not 
only was more and better furniture supplied, but every 
detail was supplied, even to table linen, rugs and curtains. 
Why thie distinction in the schools? My salary ie the 
emallest, (only $450.00) of the three schools on the re- 
serve. I khow I deserve more, at least $6500.00. But 
because I get the smallest salary I 4m supposed to buy for 
myself what 18 supplied to the other schools. 

I feel grateful to the Department for building 
this dwelling in which I am writing to-night. I feel that 
I can do better work, than living off the reserve, as 1 
have been heretofore. 

wow, Sir, I Shall await your reply. and 1 hope 
the Department will pay for the few necessary, simple 
articles of furniture which we have bought. If not, which 
to return to the dealer will be a puagzle. The cook stove 
i8 necessary, as also this table and few chairs, also the 
few articles of bedroom furniture. 

I cannot pay for them myself, as i could not 
move them away should 1 leave, and have no place to put 
them should I do so. 

I have never troubled the Department with letters 
or e@omplaints, and in the present instance it i@ only, that 
I feel that an injustice is being done to me, that I do 80. 
I have given my most faithful service, all my life, and shall 


continue to do 80, while a servant of the Department. 
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Any period of adjustment is trying, and in getting 
settled in this residence I om Smoothing the way for my 
su ccessorThs As I stated before I hope you will befriend

desire that I should investigate the affairs of the Mohawk 
Institute, which would, of course, entail a trip to Brantford. 


While making my inquiry I heard a good 
deal of complaint about the affairs of the Institute, but 
it was all pretty much confined to children running away 
on the alleged ground of under-feeding. It was alleged 
that more than twenty children had run away this fall for 
that reason. 

On my return here I consulted Mr.Ferrier, 
who assured me that this was agross exaggeration, that very 
few had run off, no more than usual at this time of year. 


I reached the conclusion that rumour, 
as usual, had greatly exaggerated the facts, and so did 
not consider any special reference to the Institute in 
my Report as either necessary or advisable. 


Of course, if you take a different view, 
I am most anxious to meet it, but I shall discuss this with 
you shortly, as I have some pressing matters on hand which 
are tying me up to-day, and will probably do so tomorrow,=- 
in fact, it is because I am even now awaiting an appointment 
that I am writing you this letter. 


The investigation has already taken a 
g00d deal more time than we anticipated, I did not know 
until to-day just how long, but I have had a look at the 
ledger, and I find that I have been occupied for some forty- 
seven days, Wherever I was ocoupied for a full day I 
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charged it as such, and where for less I entered the exact 
number of hours involved. My account shows 27% days 
(I see I charged one half day as such), and 156 hours in 
addition, which at eighthours per day amounts to 19% days, 
or atotal of 47 days. 


In addition to this my disbursements for 
travelling expenses, hotel bills,eto. amount to $296.00, 
and I have made no charge whatever for living expenses 
apart therefrom. The usual allowance for"living 
expenses" is $15.00 per day, these including everything, 
so you see were I to put in my bill on that basis the 
disbursements would be $705.00, instead of the $296.00, 
which I propose to chargeés- I state this to show you that 
I am not trying to swell my bill. 


You have already paid sums for witness fees, 
rent of hall, stenographer's services,etc., to an amount 
which your books will show, but which I have not got. 
Taking everything into consideration it would appear that 
the Parliamentary appropriation has already been somewhat 
exoooded. 

I suppose@that the Mohawk investigation would 
take about three days more, including taking the evidence 
in Brantford, travelling back and forth, and preparing the 
supplementary Reporte 


I earnestly desire to be of service to you and 
to the Department, and so I shall do this work for you if you 
finally conclude that it is necessary, even if I must perform 
it gratis, but this is a busy time of year for me, and it is 
always dangerous , from the business point of viewsto be away | 
from the office, as nearly all my clients are out of town 
people, and by being absent I stand a chance of losing valuable 
retainers in connection with projected Parliamentary legis- 
lation. 

I am sending this over by messenger, so that 
you may have time to consider it before I see you,which I shall 
try to do sometime tomorrow.

I see by the financial return for 1993-94, which 
I received from you to-day that medical salaries, asvlum, 
ambulance, drugs, medical accounts and hospitals for that 
period amount to $5616. 55. 

At present there is no ruling, of whi ch T know, 
whereby anv part of this can be recovered from patients 
who receive attendance from the Medical Officer. Tndians, 
well to do and poor alike receive free attendance as 
a right established by long usage. 

While T am entirely in accord with the 
suggestion contained in the last paragraph of vour letter that 
those who can afford to do so should contribute to the 
heavy medical expenses of the Reserve but T do not see 


how this can be enforced. 
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Dmore is no interest money from which such fees can he stopped. 
T do not think that I can look to the Council for assistance 
in collecting them and having no ruling or precedent to lav 
before a Magistrate as to why fees should be payable by some 
and not others [I am doubtful if a judgment could be obtained 
in the local Court. 

I should however like some definite mling 
on this question upon which action could be taken as thore 
who can afford to do so should undeniably pay.

I have to report tifa visited Onsweken on the 5th 
instant, for the purpose of ting the Six Nations Indian Council 
and Sehool Board. I spoke to the Council wits reference to the 
Department's aims and wishes and then sat with the School Board 
for some hours. We discussed the best methods of improving the 
eleven day schools on the reserve and gave prominence in our 
deliberations to the problem of attendance. Late in the afternoon, 
I again spoke to the Council with reference to a programe suggested 
to the School Board and tried to give them & messare of helpful 
encouragement. I also had the privilege of speaking to the Ohsweken 
Women's Institute,which was meeting in the home of lirs. (Dr.) Davis. 
These women apparently taxe a een interest in reserve aifairs. 


The School Board, including the Chairman, Col. Morgan, 
and myself, discussed the best methods of carrying on the details 
of their work. I promised to draft a new set of Regulations at my 
convenience and submit it to the boara and Indian Council for their 
concurrence. I shall place my {initial ex<forts in this connection 
before you in due course, for your approval. 


I asked the School Board and Indian Council to pass 
a Resolution with reference to compulsory attenc sa. I promised 
that the Department would cooperate if the res] le Indian 
organizations believed it now timely for an enforcing the Act. 


In our deliberations prominence and time ce given 
ways and means of making the day schools 0 he rv att 
tive and it is proposed to undertake, with your 
following: - 


le The engagement of an extra teacher, 
will be the organization of the 11 schools 
physical {nstruction and an annual tournament and field day. 
A suitable school banner vill be put up for competition, as 
well as prizes for the individual winners. 

The establishment of a central school library at the Indian 
office and a periodical distribution of the books to the 
individual schools. 

The provision of school and individual pupil's rewards 
for best attendance records. 

The engagement of only fully 
possible - Indian applicants to have the 
things being equal. 


When speaking to the aifferent Indian organizations, 
referred to the three-fold nature of the educational work among 
Six Nation childr day schools, }. hawk Inetitute and secondary, 
education. The aims and work of the Mohawk Indian Residential 
School were explained and & cordial invitation given to the members 
to visit the institution. (I discussed thie with the Principal 2: 
upon my return to Brantford that evening) I urged the Council and 


- School 
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School Board to widen the scope of the tuition grants to 
inelude those that were taxing vocational training, and I 
suggested that they give serious consideration to increasing 
the amount of the grant in the case of bright pupils of poor 
or destitute parents. 


In my talks, I was careful to explain how the various 
educational schemes for the children of the reserve were 
financed. I promised, subject to your approval, that the funds 
for the extra school worker would be teken from Appropriation. 
(I believe it advisable to give the Mohawk workers no oppor- 
tunity to blame the present School Board and Council with 
careless handling of Band 'unds.) I shall be pleased to have 
your authority to pay towards salaries $5,000 per annum in 
place of $3,700. This increase will enable us to effect 
certain definite improvements in our day schools which, I 
believe, will result in better attendance and better physical 
development of the pupils. 

I propose to spend som ays n reserve in May 


to continue this present effort.

Pursuant to your request, I am recapitulating the 
financial expenditure from Parliamentary Appropriation in 
connection with Six Nation Indian boys and girls. This 
expenditure is over and above that met from Band Funds. 


Day Sehools: 

Grant of $3,700 per year to Band Funds, for the 
purpose of assisting with salaries. The Deputy Superin- 
tendent General has approved of an inorease to $6,000, 
aaa April 1, 1925. (Band Funds $6,500 per yoar and 
between $1,500 and $2,000 per year for books, fuel, janitor, 
repairs, replacements, and ine identels) 


Mohaws ine ti tute: 
urrent expense approximately $29,000 per annum, 
met au follows: Parliamentary Appropriation $24,000; New 
England Company $5,000, Capital expense at the Mohawk 
Institute during the past three years has been approximately 
$55,000, met as follows: Parliementary Appropriation $47 ,600; 
New England Company $7,500. 


Tuition Grants: 

The Department maintains from ten to fourteo 
pupils per annum at business college, university, cta., 
at a cost of approximately $1,400 per annum, which is met 
by Parliamentary Appropriation. (Band Funds are respon- 
gible at this time for 36 grants of $100 each and approx- 
imately $2,000 per annum for school board fees). 


To recapitulate, approximate current expenditure 
per annum: Band Funds, $15,850; Parliementeary Approp- 
riation, $29,100. In the matter of capital expense, 
Parliamentary Appropriation has been averaging $17,500 for 
each of the past three years; whereas Band Funds have been 
respousible for a very inoonsiderable amount, as there 
have been no new day school buildings crected. 


You will understand that these figures are 
approximate and should not be incorporated in any official 
letters of youre. They are offered to you so that you 
will be familiar with the situation. It would take me many 
hours to get out exact figures for each fiscal year; but 
these approximate amounts will, I trust, serve your 
purpose.

would be appreciated and I would suggest three prizes 
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for each room say of $3.00, $2.00 and $1.00. 

If this is approved the presentation of these prizes 
might be made a separete little individual function for 
each school and the money presented in time to be of use 


to the winners in the summer holidays.

Sirn—Herewith I have the hondGr to submit the report of my investiga- 
tion and inquiry into the affairs of the Six Natioris Indians, under authority of 
a Commission issued to me dated March 20, A.D. 1923, based upon P.C. 44/506, 
by which I was instructed “ to investigate and inquire generally into the affairs 

Six Nations Indians, including matters relating to education, health, 
morality, election of chiefs, powers assumed by council, administration of jus- 
tice, soldiers’ settlement and any other matters affecting the management, life 
and progress of the said Indians as may be required by the Superintendent 
General of Indian Affairs.” 

As you, sir, have given me no further instructions as to “ other matters 
affecting the management, life and progress of the Six Nations Indians,” my 
report is confined to matters of “ education, health, morality, election of chiefs, 
powers assumed by council, administration of justice, soldiers’ settlement,” and 
some minor matters closely connected with these subjects 

Permit me to say that every possible effort was made to elicit facts and 
the views of all those Indians willing to express themselves on the matters 
involved. 

For several weeks previous to the first formal hearing I spent. much time 
reading books, pamphlets and departmental files likely to throw light upon the 
questions submitted for my investigation. I also travelled extensively over 
the reserve, interviewing men and women of all classes of the community, 
observing the condition of the schools and homes, and also carefully studying 
the roads and drainage system 

Some days previous to the first hearing a large bill notice was widely 
posted up throughout the reserve, in the following words:

In my personal interviews above referred to, I learned that a number of 
Indians, while anxious to give evidence, were very timid about doing so, because 
of acute political differences existing upon the reserve, and the consequent fear 
that a frank statement of facts and expression of opinion might lead to serious 
results, I was urged to take all evidence submitted under oath in camera, and 
this suggestion I adopted 

To supplement the information so obtained, a number of open meetings 
were held at Obsweken, at which all were invited to express their views, ‘This 
invitation was widely accepted. No man or woman was denied a hearing, and 
the open meetings were not discontinued until all desirous of a hearing had 
been heard. 

I shall now deal with the questions submitted to me in the order in which 
they are named in my Commission, 


EDUCATION 


There can be no doubt that the Six Nations Indians have made very sub- 
stantial progress in the matter of ¢ tion during the last twenty-five years 
_ They are a people of very quick intelligence, and quite as capable of 
milating education as are their white fellow-citizens. However, it must 
er be forgotten that they have not enjoyed the opportunities of the whites for 
a Iengthy period, and are still working under decided handicaps, 

A large number of the Indians, both men and women, are keenly alive to 
the benefit of education, and ready and willing to make sacrifices to obtain it 
They are, none the less, a poor people, and so find themselves quite unable to 
give to their children that higher education so easily obtained in White com- 
munities, 

In spite of all their disadvantages, quite a number among them have become 
qualified school teachers, a few have graduated from universities, and others 
have become members of the learned professions 

There are at, present eleven schools upon the reserve, with the Mohawk 
Institute, situate in Brantford, s« rving as a residence, vocational and academic 
school, training, for the most part, orphan children, deserted children, and the 
children of the extremely poor , 

Let me deal first with the question of the schools on the reserve 

They are at present managed by a school board, consisting of five Indian 
members, appointed by the Council of Chiefs, two white members, one repr 
senting the New England Company, and one doing missionary work upon the 
reserve, with the agent at Brantford acting as chairman. 

From my investigation I am quite convinced that this Board is inefficient 
and should be abolished. ‘ 

I recommend that each school section elect a board of school trustees, to 
manage the affairs of the section, with the agent at Brantford to supervise the 
whole, T am convinced that in this way keen local interest will be aroused, with 
& corresponding improvement in present conditions, F

The attendance of children at the schools is entirely unsatisfactory. This 
I learned from the evidence of the school teachers themselves, from the evidence 
of the truant officer, and from personal observation. I believe that at the 
present. time this condition is very much worse than it was some two or three 
years ago. This is no doubt attributable to the unrest which has been so 
prevalent during that period, an unrest which has brought in its train quite 
widespread disregard for authority. Truancy laws have not been enforced—no 
doubt a few prosecutions, by way of example, would produce a most valuable 
result, 

‘The present truant officer, Mr. John Lickers, is « capable and earnest official, 
but conditions have been too much for him. Even under normal circumstances, 
I consider the whole rese ge a territory to be administered by one 
man alone. In_my opin 
its own. A small salary would D not 
think the expense would be much increased by the proposed change. In this 
connection I wish to say that the suggestion was made to appoint some women as 
truant officers, It was pointed out that the mothers of the children have really 
more to do with the attendance than do the fathers, on the reserve, and that a 
woman truant officer could do more in enlisting their cordial support than could 
aman. The suggestion seems to have some merit, and it might be well to give 
it # trial, should an o! for each section be appointed. 

Sanitary conveniences are not at all what they should be. It appears that 
at some of the schools neighbouring farms their cattle at the school well 
or cistern during the winter months, fouling the ground, and leading to serious 
danger of water contamination 


Some system of individual drinking cups should undoubtedly be provided. 

At present, tn several al the schools at Teast one drinking cup does service for 
all the children, with an inevitable spread of disease. ‘The lavatory_accommo- 
fl Braall, planta are, today belus supplied: to 


intry peop Tndivi ees at a cost of a few hundred dollars each 
I think it would be quite possible to install similar conveniences in the various 
schools. Sat ear 

When I deal with the question of health I shall have something to say as 
to the appointment of a qualified nurse to work in conjunction with the resident 
physician at Ohsweken, Should such an one be appointed, I strongly recommend 
regular periodical visits by her to the various schools, that she may keep a 
constant eye upon the sanitary conditions and upon the health of the children 
attending. Such supervision would undoubtedly lead to the cure of many 
troubles in their incipient stages, which if neglected, would become chronic, and 
lead in due course to unhealthy men and women. In addition, it would be a 
protection to healthy children from the dangers of infection 

The question of duly qualified teachers is one of great importance. In this 
connection it must be noted that conditions on the reserve are not so attractive 
as in the majority of white communities throughout rural Ontario, ‘The roads 
are bad during the winter months, and almost impassable during the late fall and 
carly spring. There are no large towns or villages upon the reserve, and resident 
teachers are, in consequence, cut. off from the social advantages which such 
supply. There are not, as yet, sufficient qualified Indian teachers to supply all 
the schools, and incoming white teachers are not so contented in an Indian 
community as they would be among people of their own blood 

Boarding accommodation, too, in some of the school sections, is not at all 
of the best, and in two or three of them, is not to be had. ‘These two or three 
sections are in contiguous localities. The suggestion has been made that one 


hers’ house might be _¢ az for the residence of the teachers in these sec- 
ions; the fer seems worthy of consideration. 


Taking these various handicaps into account, the teaching staff on the 
reserve might be very much worse. Because of them, it has been impossible to 
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engage duly qualified teachers throughout, but the majority of them hold the 
proper certificates, and are an earnest and capable lot of men and women. 

Tt was alleged at the inquiry that the salaries paid were lower than those 
received by teachers in white rural communities, I have looked into this matter 
since the close of the public hearing, and do not find the allegation sustained. 


Several teachers complained of the impossibility of procuring school books 
and_equipmen ly. I understand that these supples Seat Tron 


Ottawa on requisitions approved and forwarded by the agent at Brantford, and 
it is said that vexatious delays result. On the other hand, it is but fair to state 
that officials of the Indian Department say the trouble arises because teachers 
do not file their requisitions reasonably ahead of their requirements, but wait 
until their actual need is upon them, before doing so. I have not been able to 
reach « conclusion as to the rights of the matter, but some friction undoubtedly 
exists, and Lrecommend that an ample su

I come next to the question of education subsequent to that at the reserve 
schools. ‘This is matter of very considerable difficulty. As T have already 
pointed out, there is no large village or town upon the reserve, and there is no 
high school situate there. As a consequence, children’ seeking higher education 
must perforce attend schools in the neighbouring white centres—Hagersville 
Caledonia, and Brantford, Most of them live too far away from these points to 
go back and forth daily, and that means the necessity of boarding where the 
school is. The people on the reserve are nat well off, and but very few of them 
could afford this outlay if unaided. At the present time a grant of $100 is made 
to each child attending high school. Even with that assistance the Indian parents 
must find some $200 more to meet the total expense. With many, cagerly 
anxious to give their children these benefits, this is an impossibility, while many 
more can afford to send but one child, where they would gladly send more. 

To meet the situation it has been suggested that a continuation school! be 
established on the reserve. By reason of its location, Ohsweken would seem to be 
the only place for such an institution. But Ohsweken is a very small village, and 
ilmost totally without accommodation for boarding sehool children, The 
majority of those who would attend stich an institution are too remote to drive 
back and forth daily, so, unless residence accommodation were also provided, 
this would be an impracticable scheme. 

T have obtained a careful estimate of the probable expense of a continuation 
school with residence, upon the reserve, ‘The annual expense of operating such 
in institution would be about as follows: Salaries, $5,500; upkeep of plant, 
$1,500; fuel, food, ete., $8,500, a tot $15,500, These figures are Reset on a 
three texcher school, with one matron, and fifty pupils in attendance, and provide 
for « residence for girls only. In my opin residence for boys would be 
equally necessary, and that would very largely increase the above estimate. ‘The 

pital expenditure for the erection of the necessary building would be very con- 
siderable indeed. Of course, the parents of resident pupils might contribute 
somewhat toward their support, but even allowing for such a source of revenue, 
the net current expense would be heavy. 

There is another important feature to be considered. ‘The Indians them- 
selves, who discussed with me this question of a continuation school, were 
unanimously of the opinion that it was very much to the advantage of their 
children to attend the white schools, and there to mingle with the white children, 
As one Indian put it, “ We do not wish to be a people apart, we want our children 
to grow up good Canadians like the rest.” 


uring satisfactory attendance tha 


Indian Affairs, 
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This seems to be a point well taken. The Indians cannot live advan- 
tageously as a separate community. They are a small handful of people, only 
some forty-six hundred in number, surrounded by densely settled white districts 
with which they must constantly have dealings. It is, therefore, of the utmost 
importance to them, that their young folk should grow up on terms of friendly 
intimacy with the young white folk of their neighbourhood, and to this end the 
attendance at the white schools materially contributes. 

I do not think that. the rant of $100 per 
attending 
Nor shoul it, in my Oj 
close enough to the whi forth daily; these should not 
receive as much assistance as those who are compelled to board in the towns. 

At the present time thirty-five Indian children are in receipt of these grants 
for high school education, and in addition $1,600 is paid to the Boards of the 
high schools attended; besides these, fourteen pupils are receiving grants, 
totalling $2,300 for vocational training. ‘The expense is divided between Parlia- 
mentary appropriation and Six Nations funds, and it will be seen that the forty- 
nine students are at present costing $7,400 per annum. I understand that no 
contribution is made from Indian funds towards the fourteen pupils undergoing 
vocational training.

made to the present aid granted, and that the total expenditure would still be 
very considerably less than that entailed by the establishment of a continuation 
school, with residence upon the reserve 

The Mohawk Instituisewituate in Brantford, already referred to, performs 
a function quite apart from the general educational system. As I have stated, 
it provides vocational and academic training for orphans, for deserted children, 
and for the children of the very poor. ‘This function is necessary, and must not 
be interfered with. At the present time its accommodation is nearly all taken 
up by childrén of this class. However, it might be advisable to construct a 
dormitory wing for the use of high school pupils attending in Brantford. A 

he present sta fe suMicient to 

manage these new residents of the Institute, Such a dormitory would accom 
modate promising children of the very poor who, at present, even with the 
Government aid, are quite unable to attend high schools. 


HEALTH 


The health of the Six Nations Indians is very far from being as good as it 
should be. 

It must never be forgotten that these Indians are, in the main, a poor 
people, and good health and poverty never travel hand in hand. With # 
majority proper sanitary conveniences are entirely lacking, while ignorance 
of sanitation and indifference to it are widespread, P 

The Indian is by nature # Stoic, and will much more willlhgly endure the 

forts and pain caused by disease than go to the trouble of seeking remedies 
leat it 

In spite of all this many of the Indians have cleanly and sanitary homes, 
and there is a strong end growing desire upon the reserve for better conditions 
Il round. ‘The time appears very favourable for an advanced policy in matters 
pertaining to health. Asked as to the most prevalent diseases among the 
indians, a physician who practices extensively among them replied: Pneu- 
monia, tuberculosis, and some venereal, rheumatism, neuralgia, and autointoxi- 
cation; there is also a lot of communicable skin’ disease largely caused by 
uncleanliness.” It will at once be apparent that better sanitary conditions would 
go far to abate a number of these troubles. 
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The same physician deposed that “It is difficult to get them to carry out 
prescribed treatment, and to observe quarantine. For instance, last fall I treated 
six cases of diphtheria, and in my opinion there need only have been two, but for 
visiting back and forth I think if some example were made for breach of 
quarantine and other health laws it would have a good effect. I also think that 
instruction in the schools along health lines would have a good effect.” He was 
asked, “Do you think that lectures given from time to time by the reserve 
doctors on such subjects as infection, sanitation, first aid, care of infants ete. 
would be of advantage?”, to which he replied “To some extent, . 1 know 
there are number of intelligent Indians anxious to profit by information of this 
kind.” 

I am of the opinion that lectures of the kind suggested as a part of a 
general health propaganda would be of considerable benefit. Some years ago 
tuberculosis was much more prevalent than at present. An active campaign 
was undertaken to instruct the people in the best means of combating this dread 
disease. Overcrowding in houses was vigorously attacked, cleanliness urged, 
the advisability of precautions against. the eflects of contact pointed out, 
suggestions made as to proper food, ete., with the fortunate result above indicated. 
I fear that the fight against the great white plague has somewhat slackened, its 
novelty having worn off, and I strongly urge that steps be taken once more to 
arouse the interest of the people in this struggle against the great scourge of 
American aborigines. 

Dr. Greenwood, until very recently the resident Government physician 
upon the reserve, and who for some years held that post, pointed out that 
venereal disease, especially syphilis, was far more prevalent there than in white 
communities. He ascribed this, in large part, to the unwillingness of the Indians 
to undergo the long course of treatment necessary to effect a cure, to unclean- 
liness, and to gross disregard of all means to prevent contagion. He stated that 
he had brought about some prosecutions under various health laws in this co 
nection, but that the magistrates trying the cases seemed quite oblivious to the 
seriousness of the matter, dismissing the accused with penalties so light as to 
destroy what should have been the benefits of the proceedings. The matter is 
one of great importance not only to the Indians themselves, but also to the 
people of the neighbouring white communities. 1 strongly recommend that 
steps be taken to enforce the health regulations to the full. In this connection 
I think that the Indian agent at Brantiord should keep in close touch with the 
resident physician at Ohsweken, and should institute prosecutions when informed 
by the latter that the law as to health is being broken, No doubt a few 
‘The suggestion is made not only in 
the interest of the diseased themselves, but also for the benefit of the innocent 
who are in constant danger of contamination. Communicable skin disease has 

ly been mentioned as prevalent on the reserve, From this very many of 

‘oo! children suffer, as do they also from inherited venereal troubles, In 

my remarks upon education I pointed out the lack of proper sanitary conveni- 

ences in the schools. One can readily imagine the spread of disease where all 

the children drink from a common cup, and where there is a complete lack of 
facilities for washing and general cleanliness. 

I recommend that properly qualified nurse be appointed with residence 
at Ohsweken, to assist the resident physician there, one of whose duties it shall 
be to visit the schools at brief intervals, supervising sanitary conditions, and 
examining into the health of the children in attendance. Such an instructed 
visitor would discover many a trouble in its early stages, and by reporting to 
the physician not only effect the cure of the sufferer, but also in contagious 
cases, prevent the spread of the disease. In my opinion this is a matter abso- 
lutely vital to improved health conditions on the Six Nations Reserve. 

I do not consider the present medical staff sufficient for its purpose, Tt 
consists of one resident physician, living at Ohsweken, with one assistant, the 
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latter not a fully qualified practitioner, while at times this assistant is not to 
be had, It is quite impossible for such a personnel adequately to attend to 
forty-six hundred people, seattered over a wide area, in a country where the 
roads in the late fall and early spring are almost impassable for horse-vehicles 
let alone motors. As « matter of fact Indians living remote from Ohsweke: 

and near Hagersville and Caledonia usually employ physicians from those 
towns at their own expense, Since the resident physician is paid from the funds 
of the whole band this is an unfair discrimination. It has been suggested that 
a physician be appointed in each of these places to do Indian practice, not upon 
a fixed salary, but to be paid for work actually done, The scheme undoubtedly 
presents difficulties, but is worthy of consideration; it should not be impossible 
to work out a plan which would give better all-round medical attendance, and 
remove the unfair discrimination at present existing. Should the patient and 
the Government each be required to pay a part of the expense, there would at 
least be some check upon unnecessary calls upon the physician 


MORALITY 


Standards of morality vary with time and with peoples. Webster gives a 
broad definition—“ Conforming to the standard of right "—but what one com- 
munity may regard as a “ standard of right” another may regard as a standard 
of wrong. For instance, Indians, before they were converted, regarded revenge 
as a sacred duty, a doctrine quite contrary to Christian teaching. Ther 

ome eight hundred non-Christian Indians on the Six Nations Reserve 

» commonly called “ Pagans,” an appellation which they strongly resent 
They call themselves “ Deists,” and point to the fact that they worship “The 
Great. Spirit,” whose blessings they invoke, and to whom they return thanks. 

But the views of this minority, on some subjects at least, could not be con- 
sidered “ moral,” from the Christian standpoint, and especially is this the case 
with regard to marital relations. The influence of so considerable a minority 
in a paratively small population is necessarily large, and no doubt con- 
tributes not a little to loose living between the se 

In consequence married people frequently separate and take up with others. 
rearing families of illegitimate children, One or two of the witnesses referred 
to the prevalence of bigamy upon the Reserve, and advocated prosecution of 
the guilty, but I do not think that this crime is at all common, mainly for th 

n that the husband or wife who has deserted his or her legal partner seldom 

the trouble to go through the form of marriage with the new companion. 

the missionaries living on the reserve gave evidence that many Indians 

live together as man and wife without ever having contracted marital relations 

with any one, This is not bigamy, though immoral, according to Christian 
ethics, 

I believe that the clergymen living upon the reserve, commonly called 

missionaries " there, are doing what they can to abate this practice, but it is 
so prevalent and has been so long in existence that they seem to be making 
little progress in this direction 

There is abundant proof that the Council of Chiefs is quite indifferent to 
this unfortunate state of affairs, and their influence is great, it makes the 
work of the missionaries in this regard all the harder, and largely tends to 
destroy it altogether. 

The better element upon the reserve, and it is by no means small, feels 
keenly this moral degradation of the people, and is anxious for betterment 
Indian after Indian referred to it with regret, and various suggestions were 
made looking toward improvement. To one of the Indians examined this 
question was put: “Do you think the morality of the people, especially with 
regard to the relations between the an be improved?”, to which he 
replied:— 
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Yes, it is s very bad example to the rising geueration to see men deserting their law- 
nd children, and taking up with other women and raising illegitimate children. 

en who do this should be followed up sharply and made to support those whom 
deserted. This would not stop the pra altogether, but it would tend to 


Another Indian, himself a chief, and of high standing in the community, 
on being asked the same question replied as follows 


“We have some eight hundred non-Christian Indians on the reserve, Their id 
to marriage are very different from the Christian ones, and the example they set hy 
considerable influence on the balance of the community, As it is now, when « cou 
properly married separate and tuke up with other partners their children are put upon the 
ist, provided they are the offspring of Indians who are members of the Band. 1 believe 
if this mutter were properly looked into, and here hildren born out of wedlock 
were not placed upon the list, it would have a decidedly good influe In the 
case of married unhappiness I believe many of our people would get divorce in the regular 
way like the white people do, if they could afford the expense, but they cannot, an 
they drift into these unlawful connections, I don't think that the passing of any. law 
could force the people to improve in this connection. It is a matter of improving t 
moral ideas of our people, and our clergymen are doing all they can upon that line 


Still another witness, dealing with this subject, expressed himself thus 


There are a great many glaring examples of immorality within my own knowledge 

It is quite 2 common thing for a husband to abandon his wife, and to leave her t 

their children, while he goes off and lives with some other woman, and has a seco 

by her. I think if men who act in this way were followed up sharply and carefully and 

made to support their legal children, or to go to jail in the alternative, conditions would 

be improved. I further think it is a very bad thing to place children born out of wedlock 
he Indian list, Should this practice be discontinued it would have a beneficial result 


A further statement made at the inquiry reads as follows:— 


First of all, I do not think illegitimate children should be placed on the list of the 
Band. At present all the mother of a child born out of wedlock has to do is to go to the 
Couneil and declare that the child i¢ the child of an Indian father. Even a married woman 
who is the mother of a « man other than her husband can have that child placed 
upon the list n encouragement to vice I think some of our 
missionaries are too much inclined to accept the immoral conditions they find around them. 


On the other hand, speaking on the question of placing of illegitimate 
children on the strength of the band, « witness pointed out that their exclusion 
would be hard on the children themselves, surely a point worthy of consider- 
ation. And what would become of such unfortunates, should they be deserted 
by their parents, and the band released of all responsibility? i 

1 have very serious doubts of the advisability of the course suggested. In 
my opinion such exclusion from registration on the list of the band would not 
greatly improve moral conditions upon the reserve, while it might very easily 
place the unfortunate illegitimate children in a position of great hardship. 

However, T am heartily in accord with the suggestion that the fathers of 
illegitimate children, wherever ascertainable, should be made to support th 
with prison as an alter and also that fathers deserting their es and 
logitimate children should be shouldered with the same responsibility, with the 
same alternative. : 

While people may honestly differ as to what constitutes morality, surely 
all will agree that premeditated viointion of the law is such, and this leads me 
to the question of Sunday lacrosse games, held for profit on ‘the reserve. 

, These have been the constant practice during the past season. The 
majority of Indians know perfectly well that such exhibitions, with admission 
charged, are not allowed in white communities, and that they are against the 
law. Their continuance breeds a contempt for law, and encourages the cam- 
paign for defiance of it 


Hundreds of whites, many of them of the extremely rough element, flock 
to these exhibitions. Sales of go are openly carried on, till the gathering 
assumes almost the appearance of « market, and liquor is smuggled in. 

The law-abiding Indians strongly protest against these games, and demand 
enforcement of the law. Some go so far as to say that the reserve is no longer 
safe for their children on Sundays, and that they are in constant fear of violence 
to their young women, and even of kidnapping. 

I recommend that Sunday lacrosse games, where held for gain, be stopped. 


E PION OF CHIEFS 


The Council of Chiefs is composed of men not “ elected,” but appointed. 

The right to a seat in the Council is vested in certain families. 

The chieftainship does not go to any particular male member of the 
family, but to some one of these, selected for the purpose, 

In their form of government the Six Nations have no written constitution. 
Their procedure rests upon long established custom, but as the knowledge of 
this has been transmitted by word of mouth only from generation to genera- 
tion, it is impossible to ascertain the facts with exactness. 

That the right to chieftainship is confined to a few families, and is heredi- 
tary in principle, all are agreed, and further that the nomination of the chief 
is a prerogative of the women of the family concerned. At this point, however, 
the evidence of the witnesses varied somewhat. Some maintained that the right 
of nomination belongs to all women of the family, with the final say, in case 
of disagreement, in the oldest woman thereof. Others maintained that the 
oldest woman alone has the right to nominate. The difference is not of very 
much importance, for after all the oldest woman of the family has the say, 
whether with or without consultation with the other women. 

This family right to a seat in the Council is much cherished, and jealously 
guarded. It not infrequently happens that the number of males in the family 
concerned has become very small, with a limited choice in consequence. As a 
result men are sometimes sent to the Council who are grossly ignorant, and 
more than one witness alleged that even those mentally unsound 1 been se 
the in order that the chieftainship should be maintained in the family con- 
cerned 

It follows that a comparatively small number of old women have the 
selection of those who are entrusted with the transaction of the business of the 
Six Nations Indians, while the vast majority of the people have nothing what- 
ever to say in the choice of their public servants, 

The appointment of the chief is for life, and he ean only be removed if 
guilty of some serious offence, such as a crime. Utter incompetence is no bar 
to an appointment, and no reason for a dismissal, 

‘There can be no doubt that some of the people cling to this ancient form 
of government. The Six Nations Indians have a wonderful history, and they 
are surprisingly well acquainted with its main features. They know that their 

nfederacy, though numerically small as compared with the total Indian popu- 
lation, dominated America from the Great Lakes almost to the gulf of Mexico, 
and from the Mississippi to the Atlantic. They know that they were the power- 
ful and much sought for allies of the British Crown in its struggle with the 
French for the possession of this continent, and that in courage and statecraft 
they were the superiors of all the other red races, 

To-day they find themselves confined to a territory the size of a township, 
and with a total population less than that of a small Canadian city. They feel 
bitterly their fallen state. Their greatness and their influence are gone. Their 
history alone remains to them. 

Under these conditions it is not surprising that many of them adhere to the 
form of government which served them in the days of their prosperity, even 
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though they must know in their innermost hearts that it has long outlived its 
usefulness. 

One Indian proudly remarked, “ Ours is the oldest form of government on 
the American continent.” 

On the other hand, the better educated and more progressive Indians, in 
whom the hope of the future lies, are keenly anxious for the same democratic 
form of government as is enjoyed by their white fellow-citi 

Witness after witness pointed out the following objections to the present 
system: — 

(1) The people as a whole have no voice in the selection of their councillors 

(2) The present Council is absolutely unwieldly. It consists of some sixty 
chiefs, charged with the conduct of the business of less than five thousand people. 
This leads to great delay in the transaction of even simple matters, 

(3) Owing to the method of appointment a great many of the chiefs are 
ignorant men. Many of them are unable n to read and write, and totally 
incapable of transacting business. 

(4) The present Council is unnecessarily expensive. An expense allow- 
ance is made to each chief for attendance at Council meetings, and while the 
individual payment is not large, the aggregate is said to amount to at least 
$1,000 per annum. 

I am convinced that those advocating a change in the system of govern- 
ment have fully established their contention, and that an elective system should 
be inaugurated at the earliest possible date. 

‘The franchise should be given to all male Indians of the Band, twenty-one 
years of age or over. The consensus of opinion was that for the time being the 
Franchise should not be extended to women, and since education is not yet very 
much advanced on the reserve, in this I concur. 

‘The question of the number of councillors to be elected, and the method of 
election, in the event of a change being made, was fully considered during my 
investigation. As the change proposed is a radica time must be allowed 
for it to function smoothly. No doubt within a few years the proposed new 
form of government will be so well established that a small Council, say of five 
members, will be sufficient for the purpose, but for the present I think « larger 
number advisable, This larger number, giving an opportunity for more men to 
sit in Council, would arouse more widespread interest, would serve as an 
education to those elected, and would ensure the return of some capable men. 
I am of opinion that a Council of fourteen, with a chairman, corresponding to 
the reeve of a rural municipality, fifteen in all, would not be excessive. 

‘The suggestion was made that each of the tribes should elect two councillors. 
As the Delawares are now a part of the Six Nations, making in reality seven 
nations in all, this would give the fourteen suggested. To elect the councillors 
by tribes would, I think, be inadvisable. The latest figures available give the 
Mohawks as numbering eighteen hundred and ninety-three, and the Delawares 
one hundred and sixty-seven. To give equal representation to each would be 
inequitable. Further than that, the difficulty in voting by tribes would be 
almost insuperable. The tribes are not confined to separate localities, but are 
scattered over the whole reserve; to arrange a voters’ list with polls for each 
tribe under such conditions, would lead to the greatest confusion. 

I recommend that the reserve be divided into seven wards, each ward 
running from north to south the full distance of the reserve, the area depending 
as far as possible upon equality of population, and that each should select two 
councillors. I further recommend that the electors as a whole should choose the 
chief councillor, 

Perhaps, sir, it is not my function to pursue this matter too far into the 
future, but I shall at least venture a few further brief remarks.

‘The Six Nations Indians have progressed notably in civilization. ‘They are 
amongst the most advanced, if not the most advanced, of the Indian tribes, and 
the Indian Act might very well be amended with respect to them, in consequence. 

I realize that should you inaugurate an elective system of council at an 
early date the funetions of that body will have to be determined by the Indian 
Act, as it at present exists. I would suggest, however, that after the new 
Council has reached a stage of settled efficiency the Indian Act be changed to 
enlarge its functions, so that it may more and more approximate to the Council 
of a white municipality 


POWERS ASSUMED BY COUNCIL 


The powers of the Council of Chiefs are strietly limited by the Indian Act. 

Under that Act the Superintendent General of Indian Affairs is given the 

control and management of the lands and property of the Indians in Canada. 

It is clear from evidence submitted by a number of witnesses at the inquiry 

that the Council of Chiefs has, in several instances, undertaken to deal with 

the property of the Six Nations quite independently of the Superintendent 
of Indian Affairs. 

For some considerable time t there has been a strong agitation to have 
the Six Nations constituted as a separate and sovereign people. ‘Those sup- 
porting this course allege that by the wording of certain early treaties the Six 
Nations are not subjects but are allies of the British Crown, 

To investigate the merits of this contention w not one of the duties 
‘assigned to me, and I merely mention it in connection with the subject “ Powers 
assumed by Council,” which was so assigned. 

The separatist party, if I may so describe it, is exceptionally strong in the 
Council of Chiefs, in fact it is completely dominant there. Its members mi 
tain, and it is a logical sequence from the position assumed, that not being 
British subjects they are not bound by Canadian law, and that, in consequence, 
the Indian Act docs not apply to the Six Nations ‘Indians 

No doubt this has been responsible for what under the Indian Act is 
undoubtedly an assumption of powers by the Council. 

Some specific instances were called to my attention, and these I feel it 
proper to bring to your notice. 

A house, a part of the property of the Six Nations Indians, which had 
been used for school purposes, was disposed of by the Council of Chiefs, and 
the money thence arising has not been accounted for either to the Superi 
tendent General of Indian Affairs, or to the Six Nations Indians themselves. 
It was alleged by the witnesses, who testified to this transaction, that the money 
was handed over to one Levi General (Chief Deskaheh), the speaker of the 
Council, that he might use the same in support of the campaign for independ+ 
ence. These witnesses could not swear positively of their own knowledge to 
this fact, but they did swear that this was a matter of common notoriety 
among the people. 

The Council of Chiefs issued bonds, alleged to be secured upon the trust 
funds of the Six Nations Indians, and sold some of them, The proceeds of 
these sales have been unaccounted for either to the Superintendent General of 
Indian Affairs, or to the people of the Six Nations Indians, and here again 
it is alleged that the money was handed over to Chief Deskaheh in support 
of the separatist campaign. 

So much for the powers assumed by Council, as they directly affect the 
Government of Canada. 

But it is further alleged that the Council has arrogated to itself powers 
previously vested in those who had the right to nominate chiefs, 
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In a preceding part of my report, under the heading “ Election of Chiefs,” 
will be found a description of the manner in which Six Nations Indians are 
ade chiefs. There can be no doubt that the ancient usage of this people was 
on nomination by the women of certain families, in which the right to chief- 
tainship was hereditary. There is abundant evidence to show that while the 
letter of this institution has been observed, its spirit is now constantly broken. 
‘The Council undoubtedly brings pressure to bear upon the woman about to 
nominate a chief, with the result that the party nominated is in reality their 
choice, and not the free and unfettered choice of the woman herself. 
The Council appears further to have usurped authority as to dismissal, 
On this point very positive evidence was tendered by an Indian who was him- 
self a Chief, who has been so for a period of some forty-five years, and who 
appeared to be exceptionally well posted in the customs and traditions of his 
people, In answer to the question, “ How is a chief dismissed from Council?” 
he replied as follows: 


“If the chiefs desire his dismissal they so advise the woman who has nominated hi 
She then hes him, and he remains # chief. If, however, thi occurs three time 
he is ejected, and the woman nominates a new chief. “This was the old system, but th 
chiofé have usurped this right of the woman to a large extent, and have been known to 
dismiss a chief from the Council without consulting the woman who nominated him. They 
have exercised their power in a tyrannical way to get rid of those opposing the view of the 
majority, The majority did not ing in the ( War. Chie! 
J. 8. Johnson announced that he was going overseas to fight, and was dismissed in ¢ 
quence. Chief Thomas John actually did go, and he, too, was dismissed my of 
the present action of the Council is « usurpation, and quite contrary to the ancient ev 
of our people.” 


nother witness deposed that he was a chief

Lam fully convinced that the present Council has undoubtedly been guilty 
of @ serious usurpation of power, with regard to the Government of Canada on 
the one hand, and the people of the Six Nations Indians on the other, and that 
for a considerable time they have been acting very much as « law unto them- 
selves

SOLDIERS’ SETTLEMENT 


The Six Nations Indians sent some two hundred soldiers to the Gr 
War. These men performed their duties admirably. ‘en of them were cc 
missioned officers, and two of these, both serving in the Air Force, lost their 
lives. One of the seven, Major George Smith, received three decorations, and 
lis brother, Lieutenant Charles Smith, the Military Cross, 

, A number of the men in the ranks were also decorated for service in th 
field, 

‘Although not strictly relative to the inquiry I take pleasure in stating these 
facts as an evidence of the patriotism and courage of the Six Nations Indians, 
and also of their efficiency as fighting men, The blood of the Iroquois has not 
grown thin 

Since these Indians are almost entirely an agricultural people, it is not 
surprising that a large number sought the benefits of the Soldiers’ Settlement 
scheme, | understand that one hundred and thirty made application for its 
benefits, and of these about eighty were accepted. The remainder were rejected 
after careful inquiry, as not likely to make good, and I heard no complaint 
whatever on this score. 

Of the eighty accepted applicants some seventy-five are “in good stand- 
ing.” By this is meant that they are still on the official books, kept there 
because it is considered that they have a fair chance to win through. 
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No man has been sold out, or “ salvaged,” to use the official term, with the 
exception of two, one of whom burned his barn for firewood, and the other of 
whom sold nearly $3,000 worth of timber without applying one cent of the 
proceeds in reduction of loan. 

Mr. Robert H. Abraham, the agricultural representative of the Indian 
Department, and the official charged with the administration of the scheme, 
pointed out in his evidence that while only ten or twelve of the soldier settlers 
had made all their payments up to date, the remainder had reasonable excuses 
for default, and that he expected seventy-five per cent of the payments due this 
fall to be me 

The “ reasonable excuses” referred to lay in two partial crop failures, and 
in the fact that the farm stock and implements had been purchased when prices 
were high, and had since greatly depreciated in value. 

Lieutenant Frank W. Montour, himself an Indian soldier settler, in giving 
evidence, made the following observation: — 

“1 think if anything, the department is a little too easy on the men for their own good 
Most of them are hard working, and mean well, and they would respond to better supere 

after hay harvest, and again after grain harvest, some of them sell 
the money is just frittered away. I think it would be « good thing to 
these two periods to encourage them to 


in as much mts, even if the exact day 


for payments had not fallen due 

Mr, Montour knows practically every soldier settler on the reserve, and is 

highly thought of by them. Asked as to whether these had, to his knowledge, 
ny complaint as to the treatment they were receiving, he replied, “I think not 
I think the board has done everything reasonable so far Mr. Montour s' ed, 
however, that, “ We all bought our stock and implements when prices were high, 
and about the time payment became due the price of everything had dropped to 
about half.” 

Other soldier settlers also stressed this point, and urged that a revaluation, 
under the circumstances, would be only fair. One of them pointed out that at 
a salvage sale the chattels brought very low prices indeed, and that they were 
bought largely by men who had not gone to the war. He pointed out that in this 
way the Government made quite as big loss as it would have done had 
the man sold out been given a revaluation, However, were this done in one 
case it would have to be done in all, and if for Indian soldiers, then for white 
ones. The question thus becomes a very large one involving in the aggregate 
millions of dollars, and is one of general policy not to be considered within the 
purview of this Report 

It is satisfactory to note that though many soldier settlers were examined, 
not one h ny fault to find with the way in which the officials are administering 
the scheme. 


ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE 


This may be considered under two heads. 

In the first place, the Council of Chiefs has jurisdiction in certain matters 
of rather minor import between India 

‘A number of witnesses made serious complaints against the methods of the 
Council in this particular 

Tt was freely alleged that delays were frequent, lengthy and most vexatious. 
It was quite as freely stated that decisions went by favour, and not according 
to the merits, and that an applicant politically at variance with the Council had 
no chance of success if opposed by a man who supported the views of the chiefs 
It was further declared that a majority of the councillors were totally without 
business experience, and so lacking in education that many of them could neither 
read nor write, As one witness put it, “ How can men unfit to manage their own 
affairs manage the affairs of other peopl 
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One withess openly stated that to his personal knowledge there was 
corruption in the Council, while a number of others expressed their personal 
belief that this was so, but could not swear to it positively. 

In the next place, there is the question of earrying out of the process of the 
courts. 

‘About this there has been considerable difficulty, certain of the chiefs 
encouraging their followers to resist the officers of the law in the prosecution of 
their duties, on the ground, elsewhere alluded to in this Report, that the Six 
Nations Indians are an independent people, and not subject to Canadian laws, 

The matter came to a head some months ago when two constables of the 
county of Brant proceeded to enforce a warrant of ejectment.. A number of 
cout) Indians gathered and resisted their efforts, finally driving them away 
under threats of violence. The Government then sent a detachment of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, who carried out the process, and who have ever 
since patrolled the reserve, ‘and enforced the law's decrees. In this connection I 
wish to state that these men have carried out their duties with admirable t 
And prudence, and seem to have aroused no feeling of personal animosity what- 
ever. 

‘Their presence on the reserve, however, is deplored, not resented, by the 
law-abiding Indians, who constitute a vast majority of the population, for they 
fect that itrstamps them in the eyes of the white community as a lawless people. 

While strongly sympathizing with this vi it will be necessary, in my 
opinion, to continue the service ‘of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police force 
OPtil matters have once more become normal upon the reserve, which I think will 
be in the not very distant future. 


ROADS AND DRAINAGE 


While roads and drainage not specifically mentioned in the subjects 
assigned to me for investigation, they touch so closely upon some of these that it 
is necessary to consider them. 

In move than one place I have called your attention, Sir, to the fact that the 
Indians are a poor people, and that this is a serious handicap to their progress 

‘The Indians are almost entirely agriculturalists, and better market facilities 
would tend largely to increase their wealth. 

Even the heart of the reserve is but a few miles removed from the city of 
Brantford, and from the flourishing towns of Hagersville and Caledonia. 

However, during several months of the year, the Indian farmer is practic- 
ally cut off from these centres by reason of impassable, and often flooded, clay 
roads, and this at the very period when many of his products command the best 
price, 

The same difficulty presents itself with regard to health. The sick person is 
frequently unable to reach his doctor, while the doctor's ability to minister to his 
patients is for long periods almost destroyed 

In my remarks as to education I have referred to the unsatisfactory state of 
attendance. For this, again, bad roads are partly responsible. 

The present clay roads are fairly well graded and drained. ‘There is a good 
plant of road machinery upon the reserve, so that conditions are favourable for 
improvement 

‘On this one subject of good roads there was an absolute unanimity of opinion 
during my inquiry. ‘They were more spoken of than any other one thing, and 
all were most anxious to obtain them. 

‘An expensive system of roads is out of the question, nor is it necessary. 
Gravelled roads would fully meet the situation. 

1 made careful inquiry as to the gravel deposits on the reserve, and am 
quite convinced that they are ample and fairly well placed 
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‘The concensus of opinion was that a main road should be gravelled, beginning 
at what is known as the Cockshutt Road on the north, and running south through 
the central portion via Ohsweken to the Hagersville-Caledonia road at Willow 
Grove. This should be followed later by another gravelled road, bisecting the 
reserve from east to west, I feel quite sure that with these two main highways 
Constructed, connecting links would follow by co-operation of the people 
themselves, should further money be unavailable. 

No doubt, Sir, you could arrange with the Ontario Government to bear a 
proportion of the ‘expense in connection with the general road system of the 
province. . There is plenty of Indian labour available, and the engineering super. 
Vision could be furnished by officers of the Indian Department. Should further 
money be required, it was the generally expressed opinion that the Indians them- 
selves would gladly sanction a grant of the same from their principal fund. 

T recommend that a start upon gravelled roads be made next spring, or even 
sooner, should that be possible, and that the main road above indicated be pushed 
to completion at the earliest possible moment 

‘A good system of drainage has been planned for the reserve, and about one- 
half of it carried out, with very beneficial results 

In consequence, a considerable area of low lying land has become productive, 
while the health of the community has also materially benefitted. 

Tam told t completion of the system would not cost more than $20,000, 
and I am of opinion that this expenditure should be made, and the work com- 
pleted without delay 


GENERAL OBSERVATIO! 


Though not strictly within the class of subjects submitted to me for con- 
sideration, some matters were so frequently called to my attention that T think 
it advisable to make brief reference to them. 


SEED GRAIN 


There is evidently a misunderstanding as to the distribution of seed grain 
upon the reserve. Witness after witness deposed that this was a “ free " distri- 
bution, that is, free to the recipient, and that the cost of the seed was charged 
against the funds of the Band. 

I find on investigation in the department that this is not so. In every 
case the recipient signed for his grain and undertook to pay for it. ‘The earlier 
distributions were, it is true, financed from the funds of the Band, but almost 
this entire amount has been repaid 

The distribution of 1922 was financed from a Parliamentary vote, and not 
from Indian funds. The greater part has not been repaid, Should default 
continue the loss will be to the people of Canada as a whole, and not to the 
Nations Indians, 

I have reached the conclusion, from evidence submitted, that a distribution 
of seed grain, even on promise of repayment, is unnecessary, Any Indian 
requiring such can readily obtain it from some neighbour on « share basis. 

I recommend that the practice be discontinued. 


STATEMENT OF RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES 


The Indians do not feel that they receive sufficient information as to receipts 
and expenditures in connection with their own fund, They claim that the 
general report of the department is too complicated for their understanding, 
wed that they should have, half-yearly, a simple statement as to moneys 
received and expenditures made on their behalf, a statement similar to that 
issued annually in the majority of white municipalities. 
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I feel that the adoption of this suggestion would do away with much’ mis- 
understanding and some mistrust, and I strongly recommend that it be followed 

While on the subject of accounts, I desire to deal briefly with two items 
brought up by Mr. Albert Edward Hill, who in his evidence, stated:— 


“A vote of Parliament was pasted for bonuses to teachers paid in 1919-20, after 
rds this was charged against our interest, as shown on page 107 of the Auditor General's 
report for 1920-21, If this money were voted by Parliament I do not see why it should 
have been charged back to us. While on the question of accounts I desire to call attention 
to a further item on the said page 107, showing a payment of more than $15,000 to forty- 
in enfranchised Indians, As far as I know $170 was the highest paid to any individual. 
We would really like an explanation.” 


With regard to the bonus for Indian teachers, it appears that certain 
Indian Bands in Ontario, including the Nations, pay the salaries of their 
own teachers, and in these cases the Auditor General requires the bonus to 
teachers to be met from the same source, When the salary is paid from parlia- 
mentary appropriation the bonus is paid therefrom also, but not otherwise 

As to payments for enfrachisement, the explanation is as follows: The 
total amount paid for enfranchisement is $15,799.98. The Auditor General 
shows this as being a payment to forty-seven Indians, but the payment was 
really made to one-hundred Indians at a per capita rate of $157.09. The 
Auditor General's report is misleading inasmuch as it shows a payment to 
forty-seven Indians, instead of to forty-seven families, consisting of one- 
hundred individuals. As a matter of fact the payment was to forty-five heads 
of families, representing the one-hundred individuals, and not to forty-seven 
Indians as stated. 


WEEDS ON HIGHWAYS 


Complaint was made to me that no effort was made to cut noxious weeds 
on the highways before they ripen, One farmer 1 that he kept the weeds 
cut on his own frontage, only to lose the benefit of his industry through seed 
blown on to his farm from neighbouring weed patches on the highway. 

I recommend that the cutting of weeds upon the highways be made a part 
of the care of roads system upon the reserve. 


GRAND RIVER NAVIGATION COMPANY 


‘This matter was frequently called to my attention, and is considere 
real and very substantial grievance by the Indians, 

It «alleged, and a perusal of a file I have made seems to bear out 
the main facts, that from the year 1834 to the y 1842, both inclusive, almost 
$160,000 of Six Nations Funds were invested in the stock of the Grand River 
Navigation Company, quite without the approval of the Indians, and with- 
out consultation with them. 

‘The investment was a total loss, Ever since it became so the Indians 
have been constantly seeking reparation. 

In answer to appeals made, the Canadian Government took the stand 
that the transaction occurred before there was responsible government in Can- 
ada, and that, therefore, no responsibility rested upon it. 

The Six Nations Indians then forwarded, through the Government of 
Canada, an appeal to the Imperial Government. ‘The Imperial Government 
replied, in effect, that this was a matter for the Government of Canada, and 
disclaimed all liability. 

‘The fact remains that these trust funds have been lost, and that the Indians 
have been denied redress by both Governments to which they have appealed. 

They suggest that the Canadian Government should negotiate with the 

Government to the end that an agreement may be reached between 
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the two to appoint a jurist of repute, a citizen of some foreign country, to whom 
shall be submitted the whole question, with power to find whether the Six 
Nations Indians are entitled to a return of their money, and if so the amount 
thereof, and which Government should make the payment 

This question undoubtedly constitutes a real grievance and should finally 
be dealt with in some way. It is a constant irritation to the Indians, and, as 
one of them put it, shakes their confidence in British justice.

Sin,—On November 22, I submitted to you my report upon the Six Nations 
Indians, in which I referred, in general terms only to the Mohawk Institute. 

Almost immediately thereafter my attention was called to serious charges 
which had then just recently appeared in the public press, made against this 
institution. 

Having discussed these criticisms with you, Sir, you instructed me to pro- 
ceed to Brantford, and there to make @ thorough investigation into the affairs 
of this school. 

This inquiry I have since concluded, but before reporting upon it T sh all 
state briefly the general character of the charges made against the institution 

‘These refer mainly to food and discipline, It is also asserted that truancy 
has been unusually prevalent, while suggestions have been made that the Insti 
pe Mould be changed somewhat from its present operation, which is that of 
an academic and industrial boarding school for both the sexes. 

I arrived at the Institute on the morning of Thursday, November 29. 1 
had given no previous intimation of my proposed visit, and was absolutely unex- 
pected by any member of the staff, or by any one else within the institution. 
I took this course that I might be able to m: ke my inspection under the ordi- 

ary everyday working conditions of the sel ol, 

[spent the whole day in a careful inspection of the premises; in atte ndance 
in the class and industrial rooms, where book work and manual labour were 
in progress; in the stables and outbuildings, where gardening and farm work 
was going on; in watching the children at play, in talking to a number of them} 
In inspeeting the food served at the dinner hour, and the supplies held in store; 
in interviewing nearly every member of the staff, and in taking evidence under 
oath from Mrs. Alice Rogers, the Assistant Principal and the present / 
Principal of the school; R H. Knowles, Boys’ Master; Miss Floretta E 
Miss Minnie Cummins, the housekeeper; Mrs. Emma Persall, Sewing T 
Mrs, Neva Knowles, Junior Governess; Miss Carrie Crowe; and Miss Susan 
Hardie, senior teacher of the school 

‘Three of these were themselves Indians, and formerly, for many years, 
pupils of the institute. 


FOOD 


1 found the food of good quality, and that served at the dinner meal, whieh 
I most carefully inspected, clean and well cooked. ‘The reserve stores were 
well and neatly housed, and appeared to be of ordinary good quality: 

At this dinner meal the quantities served to the children were 
ample. 


rtainly 
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In conducting my examination under oath, above referred to, I paid special 
attention to the question of food. As this is a matter of importance I beg to 
submit the following extracts from the sworn testimony of the witnesses:— 


Pency Hexny Kxowses: “I have been here eight months, I preside in the dining room 
each breakfast, and so far I have never seen anything I would not willingly eat myself 

the best of my knowledge no child has ever left the dining room hungry. They are 
allowed further helpings every time they ask for them.” 

Fronerra Et the staff of the Mohawk Institute, and have been since 
the end of June, 1923. Previous to that I lived here as a pupil for more than eight years 
1 was happy and contented. I always had lots to eat and it was good. All the children get 
all they want to eat, and are given further helpings if they ask for them 

Auice Mary AsttTon Rocens: “It is and always has been of the best quali 
cient in quantity 


Minwm Cusatxs: “The food is very good, and the children are really well fed. They 
have all they can eat, and usually there is food left over. The food is ax good as in any 


other institute I have seen 


and suffi- 


Miss Cummins is the housekeeper at the Institute, and she detailed her 
duties as follows: “To arrange the children’s meals, and to keep stock of the 
supplies, and generally to supervise all kitchen duties.” While she has been at 
this school only since October 13, 1928, she is a woman of experience, having 
served in the Liverpool Sheltering Home and the Belleville, Ontario, March- 
mont Home. 

I asked, “Have any of the children ever complained to you about their 
food, as to cither quality or quantity?” and she replied, “Never; they have 
sometimes told me it was very good. I taste all the food that ever goes in to 
the children, Mrs. Rogers has never stinted me in my requirements for the 
children’s food, and I always ask for plenty.” 


Pata Prnsant.—“I take the suppers every night.” Asked as to the quantity 
of the food, she replied, “ It is splendid; quite as good as I would give my own 
children, They are never allowed to go away hungry. They can have further 
helpings if they ask for them, and very often they do.” 


Neva Knowes—“ I preside at the serving of the dinners every di In 
reply to the question, “ What | say about the food?” she replied, “ 
have always found it plentiful, and of good quality; the children get all they 
want.” She further deposed that margarine is used instead of butter, and 
Ueelared it to be of good quality, saying, “As I know from having eaten it 
myself.” 


Cann Crowr.—" It is good, pure and substantial, and they always’ get 
plenty of it at their meals They are allowed extra food when they ask for it, 
and they do, at almost every meal.” 


Susan Hanore—* During all the time 1 have been here the food has been 
abundant and wholesome, but of late years the variety has increased, which is 
an improvement. You have only to look at the boys and girls to see that they 
are well fed.” 

T would like to point out that Miss Hardie is herself one of the Six Nations, 
and has been on the staff of the Institute for thirty-six years. She further 
deposed that the children get fresh separated milk, but not fresh whole milk, 

From my personal inspection and from the evidence of the witnesses above 
quoted, I feel absolutely certain that the children at the Mohawk Institute are 
well and abundantly fed.

Many of the children at the Institute are quite young, ranging from nine 
years upward, I recommend that butter be substituted for margarine, and I 
Very strongly urge that whole milk be given instead of separated milk, especially 
in the case of all children up to fourteen years of age. 


DISCIPLINE 


In articles appearing in the public press comment, has been made upon 
the stern discipline of former times. I conceived it to be my duty to inquire 
into present conditions, and not into what may or may not have happened in 
years gone by. 

However, so serious were the allegations made as to past severity, carrying 
with them implication of present excessive strictness, that I think I cannot do 
better than to quote again from the evidence of the sworn witnesses 


Percy Henry Knowes.—‘ The children are not severely handled; just 
enough punishment is administered to maintain a fair amount of discipline.” 
In answer to the question, “Are the boys content 1 at the Institute?” he 
replied, "There is very good spirit among the boys; I hardly know how else 
to put it, Their doors are not locked at night; in fact they are never locked 
in. L have lived in the city for twenty-three years, and in my opinion these 
boys have more advantages than those living in the city. The boys are sup- 
plied with all the bats and Is they can use up, both baseball and football, 
Pod they play with good spirits in both the boys’ and girls’ schools 


Frorerta Exuiorr—In answer to the question, “ Is the discipline severe?” 
Miss Elliott replied, “No, just enough to keep order,” and in answer to the 
further question, “ Are the pupils contented?” she said, “ Yes, as much as any 
would be away from their homes, I think. Mrs. Rogers is very thoughtful, and 
looks carefully after their health, too.” 


Auice Many Asuton Rocers.—In answer to the question, “ How do you 
maintain discipline in the Institute?”, Mrs. Rogers replied, In cases of extreme 
breach we use the strap in moderation, Only the regulation school strap is 
used, and whipping is confined to the hands. Whippings are only very ¢ 
sionally administered. Quite frequently whole weeks pass without » single 
whipping.” In answer to the question, “ Do you ever use a dark or semi-dark 
rootn for punishment? ", she replied, “ Never.” To the question, “ Do you ever 
restrict diet as a punishment she said, “ Only once in the rs I have been 
here, and then only for one meal, Even then, the restriction being to bread 

nd ‘water, unlimited bread was allowed. I do not believe in such # form of 
punishment, as it would injure the health of the children 


Cannus Crowe.—In answer to the question, “ Do you consider the discip- 
line severe? ", Miss Crowe replied, “I do not; when I was a pupil I found that 
Twas always treated well. Of course, when the children misbehave, they are 
punished, but not severely.” 


Susan Harpre—In answer to the question, “What is the discipline 
imposed? ", Miss Hardie replied, “ It is not seve re,” and to the question, “Is 
whipping used?”, she said and I have to do it for all the girls. I do 
not have to whip more than once a month on an average, and I use a rubber 
strap and seldom give more than six or seven strokes on the hands,” To the 

1estion, “ Do you ever confine in a dark or semi-dark room?", she replied, 
No. This practice was abolished almost ten years ago. , 

I most carefully observed the deportment and appearance of the children 
both at work and play. I saw no evidence of sulkiness or unhappiness in any 
of them, At their dinner meal they talked and laughed constantly, They 
appeared to me to be acting as white children of the same ages would do under 
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normal conditions 
restraint 

From this my personal observation, and from the evidence of the witnesses 
above set forth, i am fully convinced that the discipline at the Mohawk Insti- 
tute is not at all harsh, and that criticism levelled against it is entirely unjust 
and unwarranted. 


They showed no signs, whatever, of being under severe 


HEALTH 

At the time of my visit the health of the children impressed me as 
extremely good. 

They were comfortably clad, and cleanly in appearance, Bath-room 
accommodation was ample, and [learned that all the children are under careful 
supervision and obliged to bathe frequently 

Mrs, Rogers, the Assistant Principal, is a graduate nurse of the Royal 
Victoria Hospital, Montreal, and also « trained and social service worker of 
Bellevue Hospital, New York; she has held several important hospital positions, 
and has been on the staff of the Institute itself for nearly seven years 

Tn her examination L asked, “ What. have you to say as to the health of 
the children? ", to which she replied, “ Absolutely good. They are a healthy 
lot of children on the whole. Years ago we had great trouble with serofula, 
but to-day we only accept healthy children. Should tuberculosis or other di 
case subsequently appear, we have the child removed, 1 use my own f 
‘ional knowledge in watching over the children, When I think a doctor neces 
cary [send for Dr. Palmer, our regular physician. T have not had to call him 
in xince last August, If « child develops eye trouble we send him to an eye 
specialist, We do everything possible to make the children healthy, and to 
keep them so. 

I found the residence clean, well ventilated, well heated and with plenty 
of light 
expenditure of public money, have been most beneficial, and T have nothing 
further to suggest in this particular 


The improvements carried on during the Inst three yeurs, at a large 


TRUANCY 
There must always be « certain amount of truancy from an institution 
sueh as 

The majority of the pupils are orphans or neglected children. In many 
cases, in consequence, they have grown up in a wild, undisciplined way, To 
tuch even the mild restraint of the Institute is irritating, and the reserve from 
whieh they have been sent is only a few miles away: 

It ix an undoubted fact that truancy has been more prevalent during the 
last two years than formerly. In my main report T pointed out that exactly 
the same condition has obtained during that period in the day schools upon the 
Six Nations Reserve, and I gave it as my opinion that the cause lay primarily 
in the state of unrest upon the reserve, with its consequent disrespect for order 
and authority 

I do not think that the Mohawk Institute is suffering more in proportion 
than are the day schools, and T cherish the belief that when conditions upon 
the reserve once more become normal, truancy will almost disappear at the 
Mohawk Institute. 

FINANCE 

I desire to correct a misapprehension existing in some of the Six Nations 
Indians 

During my inquiry held upon the reserve last. summer more than one 
witness xpoke of the funds of the Band as going towards the support of the 
Mohawk Institute 
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I have examined into this question and for the information of the Indians 
wish to state tiftt none of their funds are expended in the support of this school, 
but every dollar is found by the Government of Canada from the funds of the 
Canadian people, and by the New England Company. This New England 
Company is the oldest English Missionary Society, having been chartered by 
King Charles If in 1661-1662. It founded for the work of propagating 
the gospel among the Indians of New England, but ever since 1829 the work has 
been confined to the Indians of Canada, Previous to that time, however, in 
fact from 1661 on, the activities of the company included Canada as well 
New England. 


SUGGESTED CHANGE IN SCHOOL 


At the present time the land used in conn ction with the school consists 
of ten acres, owned by the New England Company, most of which is in 
orchards, gardens and playgrounds, and a two hundred acre farm, upon which 
the agricultural work of the institution is done. 

Of the latter the Institute has the use so long as it is maintained as a 
manual training farm, with reversion to the Six Nations Indians 

Because of its close proximity to the city of Bi ntford, this two hundred 

ro farm is of large value, and consequently much more capital is tied up 
than is warranted for agricultural uses. ; 

Tt_would_in my opinion be le to continue the school for girl pupils 
only, retaining the Toracree Tr connection therewith. isp 
Eee pesent Gine The nccommontiOn Tor girls is fully taken up. Should 


the boys be removed from fifty to seventy-five more female pupils could be 
accommodated and from inquiries I made I am convinced not only that this 
fumber could be readily obtained, but also that there is a necessity for thie 
extra ation for Indian school girls. 

A new agrio shoo}, and a farm in conjunction therewith, would 
then“become necessary. “The land could be purchased at a reasonable figure 
inthe nelghhourhon?-of the reserve, should that be thought desirable, but the 
necessary buildings would be somewhat expensive 

The difference between the selling price of the present farm and the pur- 
chase price of the proposed new farm would go very far towards paying for 
the new buildings. 

T realize that the proposed sale and disposition of the funds arising there- 
from could only be made with the consent of the Council of Chiefs, but the 
proposal seems so full of advantage for the Indian children, to wit: more 

wramodation for the girls, and better accommodation for the boys, that it 
might be possible to obtain this. 


GENERAL REMARKS 


In conclusion I wish to say that T was unable to see Mr. Rogers, the 
Principal, as he is away on leave of absence in England. 

‘The following facts will, 1 think, prove of interest, and will show eon- 
jusively that. the Mohawk Institute has the careful management and generous 
financisl support of the Canadian Government, very kindly assisted in the 
latter respect by the New England Company, the founder of the school 


FISCAL 


In January, 1922, the Mohawk Institute was leased by the New England 
Company. to the department at a nominal rental for a period of twenty-one 
years. ‘This change in management became necessary because of the diminu- 
tion in the revenue of the New England Company. The company grants £1,000 
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per annum for current expenses, and, when they can find funds, they are assist- 
ing the Department of Indian Affairs with capital expense. In the past two 
years the New England Company has granted $7,015.25, which has been used 
for alterations and repairs. 

The Department of Indian Affairs, before leasing the Mohawk Institute, 
made per capita grants for current expenditure each fiscal year. For the past 
few years the per capita grant mounted to:—

leasing the Mohawk Institute from the New England Company, the 
department has met, roughly, 82 per cent of the current expense and has appro- 
printed, roughly, 85 per cent of the moneys needed for the alterations and 
repairs that have been undertaken in the past three years 


MANAGEMENT 


Under the terms of the lease, the department is to maintain the Mohawk 
as an educational institution for Indian boys or girls, or for both, and the 
pupils are to be drawn, as far as possible, from the Six Nations Indians. It 
should be noted that the responsibility for the management of the Mohawk 
Institution is practically entirely with the department 


INSPECTION 


‘The Brantford representative of the department visits the Mohawk Insti- 
tute each month and reports to the department, The new agent, Colonel Morgan, 
has already paid some eight visits. ‘The public school inspector for the county 
inspects the class-room activities twice each year and reports to the depart- 
ment concerning the progress of the pupils and the pedagogy of the instructors, 
The date of the last inspection by the public school inspector was the 7th of 
November. ‘The Superintendent of Indian Education has paid two official 
visite to the Mohawk Institute during the past two years. ‘The department 
Urehitect has visited the school at frequent intervals during the alterations 
and additions to the buildings 


RELIGIOUS 


Church services are conducted regularly each week by an Anglican clergy- 
man, communion services being held each quarter. The Bishop of Huron is 
the official church visitor. 
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INSTRUCTION 


‘The department requires each pupil in, residence to be held in the class- 
room ft least five half days per week. ‘The older boys and girls spend the 
other school hours in one of the departments, for the purpose of assisting with 
the domestic duties and the farm and garden activities and to receive instruc- 
tion along vocational lines. The department expects the younger pupils up 
to cleven and twelve, to be in the class-room during the whole of each school 
day

(c) The grounds shall be properly graded, drained, and fitted for play 
purposes. 

i —(@) Separate play areas should be provided for the sexes. 

(0) When the enrolled attendance exceeds eighty pupils an additional half acre should

(@) Suitable walks to the highways and to the outside closets should be provided. 

(@ The grounds should be beautified with trees and shrubs, and should be kept free from 
Jong grass, weeds, and rubbish, 

(@) All fences and gates should be kept in good repair.

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(2) Building.—(c) The school building shall be placed at least thirty feet 
from the lot line at the highway. Z 


(8) In schools of more than one storey, the floors of all upper classrooms 
shall be sound-proofed.

Nortns.—(a) In preparing plans for new buildings, school boards should in mind the 
probable needs of the future, Buildings, in urban centres particularly, should be so planned 
that they can be readily extended. 

(6) Schoo! buildings should not exceed two storeys in height except under very unusual 
circumstances. 

(c) All buildings should be so placed that each classroom will receive direct sunlight some 
portion of the day, 

‘The ground floor level should be sufficiently high above grade to permit satisfactory 
lighting for the basements (if any). 

() The foundation walls and roof should be waterproofed, and the eavetroughs (if any) 


provided with suitable drainage. 


(3) Entrances, Hallways, and Exits.—(a) In schools of four or more 
classrooms, there shall be separate entrances for the sexes. 


(6) The entrance doors of all school buildings shall open outward. 
(c) Hallways shall be adequate in size and well lighted. 


(d) Stairways shall be of ample width and with treads safe and suitable for 
pupils of all ages using them. 


(e) Suitable fire-escapes shall be placed on all buildings of more than one 
storey that are not fireproof. 


Notks.—(a) The building should be provided with a covered porch or vestibule. 


(®) In buildings of two storeys there should be separate stairways for the sexes, easy of 
access and well guarded. 


(6) Stairways should not be less than four feet nor more than five feet in width, measuring 
between hand- Hand-rails should be provided on both sides. ‘The material of the stair- 
ways should be fireproof. 


(4) Classrooms.—(a) Classrooms shall be oblong in shape. 


(6) For each pupil a floor space of at least eighteen square feet, and an 
air space of at least 225 cubic feet shall be provided. 


(c) Windows shall be placed only on the long wall of the classroom to the 
left of the pupils. 


(d) The net glass area of the windows shall not be less than one-sixth of the 
floor area. 


(e) All windows shall be glazed with clear glass. They shall be provided 
with translucent roller blinds with cords attached. Both windows and 
blinds shall be kept in good working order. 
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(f) The ceilings, frieze, and walls shall be tinted or painted, and woodwork 
shah varnished, stained, or painted.

(4) At Jeast four feet of wall space should be left between the window opening and the 
front wail of the classroom. ‘The window opening should extend to the back wall. 


(¢) Windows should be adjusted with weights and pulleys. 


() The best colour and lighting effects are to be secured by having the ceilings and frieze 
white or cream, walls buff or French gray, and woodwork brown or light warm gray. 


(5) Furniture.—(a) Pupils’ desks shall be single, and shall be adjustable 
or graded to suit the sizes of the pupils. 


(6) For each classroom there shall be a teacher's desk with locked drawers, 
at least two chairs, and a suitable bookcase. 


(6) Suitable tables shall be provided for class work in Form I, and for 
elementary science in Form V. 


Norns: (a) Where fixed non-adjustable desks are supplied for a classroom, provision should 
be made for pupils ether ‘above or below average height by supplying at least one row of ai 
able desks, 


() In placing fixed desks care should be taken that the projection of the front edge of the 
desk over the edge of the seat is at least one and a half inches, 


(0) For the standard classroom the desks should be arranged in five rows, with aisles not 
lees than 1 foot 10 inches wide between rows. The aisles at the wall opposite the windows should 
not be less than 3 feet 9 inches wide, and the aisle at the windows not less than 2 feet 9 inches wide, 


(@) The front row of desks should not be less than 8 feet, and the back row not more than 
28 feet from the front blackboard. 


(@) A suitable cupboard for supplies should be provided, and ferably at the end 
of the cloakroom. eer a ia 


(6) Blackboards.—(a) Each classroom shall be provided with blackboards 
of good quality, preferably slate four feet in width, placed at the front of the 
room and on the side opposite the windows. 


(6) Each blackboard shall have a suitable trough at the lower edge open 
at each end. 


Norns: (a) A hinged wire tray may be placed above the blackboard trough to hold brushes 
and crayo 

(®) A suitable bulletin board should be provided. 

(©) Provision should be made above the blackboard at the front for the hanging of maps 
with spring rollers. 

(@) In graded schools, the lower edge of the blackboard should be placed at the following 
heights above the floor: for Form 1, 22 inches; Form 11, 24 inches; Form 111,{28 inches; Forms 
TV and V, 34 inches, In ungraded schools at least a part of one blackboard should be placed 
low enough to be used by the youngest pupils. 
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(7) Cloakrooms.—A cloakroom or wardrobes properly fitted, heated, and 
ventilated, shall be provided for each classroom. ¢$ 


Norns: (a) The partition between the cloakroom and the classroom should be carried to 
the ceiling.

(©) Where other lava' conveniences are not provided, the cloakroom should be provided 
with portable ‘vasirtesion oxd with soap ‘and towels. 


(@) Cloakrooms or wardrobes should not be ventilated through the classrooms. 


(8) Teachers’ Private Rooms.—In each school there shall be at least one 
room suitably furnished for the private use of the teaching staff. This room 
may also be used for the examination of pupils by the school nurse or medical 
officer, and for library purposes. 


(9) Water Supply.—(a) The water supply shall be pure and adequate. 


(6) In rural schools, there shall be a well (artesian if practicable) properly 
protected from surface drainage or other contamination, and provided with a 
suitable pump, Where for sufficient reason no well is provided, other provision 
satisfactory to the Inspector shall be made for an adequate supply of pure 
drinking water. 


(c) Where water on pressure is available, a drinking fountain or a continuous 
bubbler shall be provided for every fifty pupils. 


Notes: (a) Where a water supply on the premises is not available, covered graniteware 
tanks, preferably with bubblers, should be provided. 


©) If the water supply is from a dug well, the well should be pumped out at the end of the 
long vacation. 


(©) Individual drinking cups should be used by the pupils where bubblers are not provided. 


(10) Sanitation.—(a) In rural schools where outdoor closets are used, 
arrangements shall be made as early as possible to replace all pit or vault closets 
with sanitary conveniences of a more satisfactory type. 


(6) Where these closets are under separate roofs, they shall be at least 
thirty feet apart, and so placed and regulated as to prevent pollution of the well 
or of the air of the classroom. 


(c) Where the closets are in one building, the entrances shall be on opposite 
sides, and the division wall between the boys’ and the girls’ closets shall be of 
solid brick or cement to the height of the ceiling. 


(d) The floors of the closets shall be preferably of cement, but may be of 
hardwood. 


(e) The entrances to the closets shall be properly screened. 
(J) Closets shall be cleaned and disinfected monthly if possible, and urinals 


shall receive daily attention. Provision shall be made for keeping the outside 
closets clear of snow. 
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Norss: (a) No one-roomed school should have less than two compartments and one urinal 
‘in, the boys’ ;, of less than two compartments in the girls’ closet. For all other schools the 
‘provision should be as follows: one closet compartment and one urinal stall for every 

t ‘boys; one closet compartment for every fifteen girls. 


(b) E ‘loset cor it should be about two feet six inches wide, and about four feet 
six 1 deg, een of wood supported at least twelve inches off the floor and provided with a 
door having a stip bolt on the inside. 


fe) Each closet should not be less than seven {eet six inches from front to reat, and should 
be divided into the necessary number of individual compartments. It should be properly 
lighted and ventilated, and should as far as possible be made fly-proof. 


(4) The height of the closet seat should not be greater than sixteen and a half inches for older 
pupils, and not greater than thirteen and a half inches for younger pupils. 


(©) In urban schools and in the larger rural sections a water flush system or a chemical 
a eon re installed. Where there is a water system but no sewerage system septic tanks 


(UD) Where cement floors are used a coat of hardener should be given to reduce porosity. 
Asphalt finish may be used for closet floors. 


(@) Urinals should be so placed that they will receive direct sunlight. They should be 
thoroughly washed every day. 

(h) A system of stalls with a gutter below is better than one of bowls or troughs. The 
sides of urinals should be of non-absorbent material. 


@ Drains should be properly flushed and kept free from any obstruction. 


Gp, The Principal should see that the doors of outside closets are securely fastened after 
school hours and opened before school hours. 


(11) Heating.—(a) A steam heating system, hot air furnaces, or jacketed 
stoves acting with equal efficiency shall be provided as means of heating. 


(6) Provision shall be made for securing a proper supply of moisture in 
the air. In the air space of each hot-air furnace or within the jacket of each 
stove there shall be a pan filled daily with water, in the absence of more effective 
means of providing sufficient moisture.

(0) Where the schoo! building stands in an exposed situation, storm sashes should be supplied 
for the windows in the winter season. 


(12) Ventilation.—(a) All school buildings shall have a ventilating system. 


(6) Where a mechanical system is provided, it shall be so devised as to 
supply at least thirty cubic feet of fresh air for each pupil per minute, For a 
standard classroom for forty pupils this will require a complete change of air 
eight times per hour. 


(©) In schools heated by hot-air furnaces, there shall be a direct fresh air 
supply duct to the furnace from the outside as far above the grade as practicable, 
fitted with a regulating damper. Ducts for re-circulating the air from the class- 
rooms shall be provided as well as foul air exits. 


(@) In classrooms heated by jacketed stoves there shall be a direct fresh 
air duct leading from the outside at a point as high above the grade as practicable 
to an opening to the stove, and provided with a regulating damper. ‘There shall 
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also be a foul air extract pipe so placed as to be heated by the smoke pipe, having 
the lower end six inches from the floor and passing into a ventilatin or 
through the roof.

(18) Kindergarten Forms.—The following are the special provisions 
for the accommodations of the Kindergarten Forms: 


A classroom, square or slightly oblong, with a floor area of about 1,200 
square feet, well lighted and well ventilated, well heated in winter, and adjacent 
to the playground. In the centre there should be a circle, inlaid or painted, large 
enough to accommodate all the pupils. A separate room for the games should 
be provided, when practicable. 


A supply adequate for the attendance, of rubber-tipped Kindergarten tables, 
20” x 36”; rubber-tipped Kindergarten chairs, some 11” and some 12” high; 
and Japanese floor cushions. 


A cloakroom opening into the classroom or into the hall. 


Cupboard accommodation for the Kindergarten materials, some shelves 
being so low that the children may be trained to take out and replace the materials. 


On one wall a blackboard two feet from the floor and three feet wide; on 
another wall a painted burlap dado, not less than 6 ft. long, preferably on all the 
available wall space, surmounted by a plate rail for showing the children’s work. 


,__ A low sink to encourage cleanliness, and, where practicable, a fireplace to 
give the room a touch of home comfort. . 

sy (14) Kindergarten-Primary Forms.—The following are special pro- 
visions for the accommodations of the Kindergarten-Primary Form: 


eh A floor area of about 900 square feet, the classroom being square or slightly 
oblong. 


A supply, adequate for the attendance, of rubber-tipped Kindergarten- 
Primary tables, 20” x 36”, some 21” and some 23” high; rubber-tipped Kinder- 
garten-Primary chairs, some 12 and some 14” high, and Japanese floor cushions. 


In other respects, the accommodations should be the same as for the 
Kindergarten, 


EQUIPMENT 


8. (1) Each Board shall provide at least the following equipment, which 
shall be subject to the approval of the Inspector: 


(@) A school flag with a pole, cord, and pulley, kept in good working order. 
Acclock for each classroom, kept in good condition. 
A Fahrenheit thermometer. 


A globe, not less than twelve inches in diameter and properly mounted. 
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A map of the hemispheres, a map showing the British Empire, a map of each 
of Canada, of Ontario, of the county or municipality (if a suitable 
published), of the British Isles, and of the United States. 


A numeral frame, and an adequate supply of material for teaching numbers. 
A set of mensuration surface forms and geometrical solids. 


A blackboard set for each classroom, consisting of a protractor, a triangle, 
a pair of compasses, two pointers, and a graduated straight-edge. 


A pair of scales, with weights, to weigh from half an ounce to at least four 
pounds;a set for measure of capacity: pint, quart, gallon ;a set for linear measure: 
inch, foot yard, tape line; a set for square and cubic measures. 


(8) A library containing:— 


A copy of each of the revised editions of the Ontario School Manuals, an 
atlas, a gazetteer, and an English reference dictionary of British standard and 
authorization for each classroom. 


When required under the Regulations regarding Authorized Text Books, 
the supply of the History, Geography, and Hygiene Readers; the books in 
English Literature to be read by the candidates for a Departmental 
examination (see Circular 58). 


Such other books as the Minister may prescribe from time to time. 


(2) In graded schools as much of the equipment prescribed in (1) above 
shall be provided for each classroom as, in the judgment of the Inspector, is 
necessary. 


(3) The equipment shall also include:— 


(@) Such other charts, maps, and globes and such art and science supplies 
and apparatus as may be needed for the school courses and as may be recom- 
mended by the Principal and approved by the Board and the Inspector. 


(6) Such other works of reference and such other supplementary reading 
as may be required under the provisions of the Regulations regarding Authorized 
Text Books. ‘ 


(c) “A supply of suitable pictures, especially of Canadian subjects, as aids 
in the teaching of history, geography, composition and literature.” 


(4) Where a Kindergarten or a Kindergarten-Primary Form has been estab- 
lished, the equipment shall be subject to the approval of the Inspector. 


NUMBER OF TEACHERS AND CLASSROOMS 


.—(1) There should not be more than an average attendance of twenty- 
five pupils for each teacher in a Kindergarten Form, or of thirty for each teacher 
in a Kindergarten-Primary Form. 


(2) (@) There should not be more than an average attendance of forty in 
each of the classrooms of Forms I-V. 


(8) On the recommendation of the Inspector, an additional teacher and 
classroom shall be provided by the Board when the average attendance in any 
classroom exceeds forty-five for two consecutive years. 
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POWERS AND DUTIES OF BOARDS 


6.—(1) Without the consent of the Board.no advertisements shall rca 
in any schoolroom, nor shall announcements be made to the pupils the necessity 
for which does not arise in connection with the Regulations. 


+ (2) The Board shall employ a caretaker, whose duty it shall be to sweep 
the floors daily (the windows being then open), to dust daily all the furniture, 
window ledges, etc., with damp dusters (preferably in the morning at least an 
hour before school); to make fires, at least one hour before the opening of school, 
and at such other times as the teacher may direct; to shovel. the snow from the 
paths in winter, and, generally, to keep the accommodations in good condition. 


(3) The Board shall provide for washing the floors at least quarterly and at 
such other times as may be necessary and for renovating during the summer 
holidays as often as may be needed, the walls and ceilings if papered or plastered, 
or for washing them if finished in wood or metal sheeting and painted.

POWERS AND DUTIES OF TEACHERS AND SUPERVISORS 


@.—(1) (a) In schools with more than one teacher, the head teacher shall 
be called the Principal and the others Assistants. 


(0) A teacher in charge of more schools than one shall be called the Super 
vising Principal, and shall exercise over these schools such powers of a Principal 
as the Board may direct on the report of the Inspector or the local Chief or Senior 
Inspector, as the case may be. 


(©) (i) In an urban municipality, teachers holding Supervisors’ certificates 
in Art, Music, Physical Culture, Household Science, and Manual Training may, 
respectively, be placed by the Board in general charge of said subjects in the 
schools under its charge. 


(ii) In a town or a village, teachers holding both permanent Second Class 
certificates and Elementary certificates in Art or Music, may, respecti ely, be 
placed by the Board in general charge of said subjects in the schools under its 
charge. 


(iii) In an urban municipality where there are more Kindergartens than 
one, a teacher with a Director's certificate may be placed by the Board in charge 
of all the Kindergartens and such teacher shall be known as a Supervisor. 


(iv) In the discharge of these duties, the teachers provided for in (i), (ii) 
and (iii) above shall be subject to the Instructions of the Inspector or local Chief 
or Senior Inspector. as the case may be, and to the authority of the Principal. 


(2) Subject to the provisions of the Schools Acts and the Regulations, the 
authority of the Principal shall be supreme in all matters of organization, manage- 
ment, and discipline. 


(3) (a) Subject to revision by the Inspector, or the local Chief or Senior 
Inspector, the Principal shall determine the number of grades, the number of 
pupils to be assigned to each grade and class, and the order in which the subjects 
shall-be taken up by the pupils. 
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(6) Subject to revision by the Inspector, the Principal shall make such pro- 
is from one grade to another as he may deem expedient.

(4) (a) The time-table for the different Forms and Grades of the schoof 
shall be prepared hy the Principal or, subject to his direction, by his assistants, 
and shall be submitted to the Inspector, who shall make such modifications therein 
as he may deem expedient. 


(b) A copy of the time-table for each classroom shall be kept posted in a 
conspicuous place therein. 


(c) In the time-table for each Form or Grade, periods shall be allowed each 
pupil every day for seat work, including independent study, provided and super- 
vised by the teacher, and the time provided for this purpose shall not be less 
than one and a half hours per day for each pupil. 


Nore.—Suggestions for the construction of a time-table will be found in The Ontario Teachers! 
Manual: ~ScHOOL MANAGEMENT 


(d) The amount of home work assigned in any Form shall be subject to the 
approval of the Inspector. 


(5) The Principal of a rural school shall send to the Inspector, at the end 
of each month, on a form provided by the Department, a copy of the report of 
irregular attendance made to the local school attendance officers during that 
month. The cost of the postage and envelopes for this service shall be defrayed 
by the School Board 


(6) (a) If a parent or guardian fails, after due notice by the Principal, to 
provide his child or ward with the text-books or other supplies required in his 
course of study, or to pay the fees imposed for such purpose by the Board, the 
Principal shall notify promptly the Board of such neglect, and the Board may 
suspend the pupil or it may provide him with such textbooks or other supplies 
and exempt him from the payment of such fees. 


() If a pupil injures or destroys school property the Principal shall notify 
the parent or guardian, and if he fails to make good the damage within a reason- 
able period, the Principal shall submit the matter promptly to the Board for 
settlement. 


(7) (a) For the purpose of preventing accidents and improper conduct when 
the pupils are not in the class-rooms, the accommodations should be under suitable 
supervision. This supervision, where convenient, may be exercised by the Prin- 
cipal, or may be entrusted by him to one or more members of the staff or the care- 
taker, or the senior pupils 


(8) At least once a month in school buildings of more than one storey the 
Principal shall hold a fire drill in which all the pupils shall take part. 


(8) Every teacher should be in his place in the school at least fifteen minutes 
before the opening of the forenoon session and at least five minutes before the 
opening of the afternoon session. 
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(9) When the Public or Separate and the High or Continuation Schools use 
jointly the same building or the same grounds, the authority of the Pri of 
the High or Continuation School shall be supreme in all matters of disciPtmne in 
those parts of the accommodations which the schools occupy in common, 


(10) It shall be the duty of the Principal to inspect the premises daily and 
pecial officer appointed 
by it, want of attention on the part of the caretaker or any needed repair, and to 
benaee by all means in his power to secure proper care ‘of the premises by 
the pupils. 


(11) When a teacher vacates his position, he shall leave in the school register 
his last time-table for the use of his successor, with a statement of the stage of 
advancement of each grade under his charge. 


ft DUTIES OF PUPILS 


1.—(1) A pupil registered in a Day or a Night School shall attend punc- 
tually and regularly. 


(2) He shall be neat and clean in his person and habits, diligent in his 
studies, kind and courteous to his fellow pupils, obedient and respectful to the 
teachers; and he shall submit to such discipline as would be exercised by a kind, 
firm, and judicious parent. 


(3) A pupil on returning to school after absence shall give the Principal 
from the parent,or guardian, orally or in writing as may be required by the 
Principal, the reason for his absence. If this reason is not satisfactory, the 
Principal shall communicate with the parent or guardian, and, in the event of 
no satisfactory explanation, he may refuse the pupil admission thereafter, but he 
shall then submit the question to the Board for settlement. 


(4) A pupil may retire from school at any hour, with the consent of the 
Principal, or at the request, either oral or written, of his parent or guardian. If, 
however, the Principal has reason to believe that an unjustifiable use is being 
made of this privilege, and is unable to secure due amendment, he shall submit 
the question to the Board for settlement. 


(5) A pupil shall be responsible to the Principal for his conduct on the 
school premises and on the way to and from school, except when accompanied 
by his parent or guardian or by some person appointed by such parent or 
guardian on his behalf. 


ARBOR DAY AND EMPIRE DAY 


8.—(1) (a) In rural school sections and in villages Arbor Di 
Friday in May or a school day as near thereto as climatic condit 
mit, shall be devoted to planting shade trees, making flower beds, and otherwise 
beautifying and improving the school grounds. 


(b) When any date other than the first Friday in May is selected as Arbor 
Day by the Principal he shall notify the Inspector promptly. 
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<) On Arbor Day, songs, readings, and recitations, designed to cultivate 
interest in trees and flowers and in the study of nature, shall form part of 
t ises in all schools. 


(2) Empire Day, the last school day before the 24th of May, shall be duly 
celebrated in every school; the forenoon being devoted to a study of the great- 
ness of the British Empire, and the afternoon to public addresses, recitations)’ 
music, etc., of a patriotic character. 


SCHOOL FLAGS 


®. The School Flag shall be flown on Public Holidays and on such other 
occasions as the Board may determine. When not so flown, it shall be displayed 
‘on the wall of the schoolroom; and, as opportunities may offer, its history and 
significance shall be suitably explained to the pupils by the teacher. When there 
are more rooms than one the Board may determine in which of them the flag 
is to be displayed or it may provide a flag for each room. 


SCHOOL SESSIONS 
DAY SCHOOLS 


10.—(1) Unless otherwise directed by the Board, or with the approval of 
the Minister, the pupils attending a Day School shall assemble for study at nine 
o'clock in the forenoon, and shall be dismissed not later than four o'clock in the 
afternoon. 


(2) At least one hour shall be allowed for recreation at mid-day, and at least 
ten minutes during each of the forenoon and afternoon sessions. 


(3) In no case shall there be less than five hours of study a day, including 
the recesses in the forenoon and afternoon; but the Board may reduce to a 
minimum of half a day the hours of study for the pupils in the Kindergarten, 
the Kindergarten-Primary, and the First and Second Forms. 


(4) The periods for physical culture should be separate from the periods 
for the recess, and the periods both for recess and for physical culture shall be so 
arranged as to afford due relaxation from mental strain. 


NIGHT SCHOOLS 


14.—(1) (a) A Board may establish Night Schools with courses of study 
selected from the General Course of study for the Day Schools by the Inspector or 
the local Chief or Senior Inspector, as the case may be, with the concurrence of 
the Board. 

(6) Subject to the approval of the Principal, the pupil shall select his courses 
of study. 

(2) Except for Manual Training or Household Science in the case of those 
who attend a Day School where these subjects are not taken up and where 
admission to the Night School has been approved by the Principal of the Day 
School, no pupil who attends a Day School may attend a Night School. 
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(3) The Night School year shall consist of two terms beginning and eyding 
on such dates and with such vacations as the Board may determine, sul to 
the approval of the Minister. 


(4) The weekly number of sessions and the length of each session shall be 
ttled by the Board, subject to the condition that the length of each session 


shall not exceed two hours and a half, 


(5) Night Schools shall be subject to the same regulations as the Day Schools 
with respect to management, the discipline of the pupils, the duties and qualifi- 
cations of the teachers, and the use of textbooks, 


FORM V 


12. Pupils who have obtained High School Entrance certificates, and 
such other pupils as are considered qualified by the Principal and Inspector, 
shall be entitled in both rural and urban schools to receive instruction in the 
subjects of the Fifth Form; but— 


(@) Ina rural section or an urban municipality, having a High or Continua- 
tion School, it shall not be obligatory for the Board to maintain a Fifth Form; 
and 


(6) In lieu of establishing a Fifth Form, the Board of any rural school section 
may arrange with the Board of a High or Continuation School which, in the 
opinion of the Board and the Inspector, is readily accessible, for the instruction 
thereat of such pupils of its school as are entitled to admission to a High or 
Continuation School. 


RELIGIOUS EXERCISES AND RELIGIOUS AND MORAL INSTRUCTION IN 
‘THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


18.—(1) (a) Every Public School shall be opened with the reading of the 
Scriptures and the repeating of the Lord’s Prayer, and shall be closed with the 
Lord's Prayer or the prayer authorized by the Department; but no pupil shall 
be required to take part in any religious exercises objected to by his parent or 
guardian, 


(6) (i) In schools without suitable waiting-rooms or other similar accommo- 
dation, if the parent or guardian demands the withdrawal of a pupil while the 
religious exercises are being held, such demand shall be complied with, and the 
reading of the Scriptures shall be deferred in inclement weather until the closing, 


(ii) To secure the observance of this regulation, the teacher, before com- 
mencing a religious exercise, shall allow the necessary interval to elapse, during 
which the children or wards of those who have signified their objection thereto 
may retire. 


(c) If the parent or guardian objects to his child or ward taking part in 
the religious exercises, but directs that he shall remain in the schoolroom during 
these religious exercises, the teacher shall permit him to do so, provided that he 
maintains decorous behaviour during the exercises. 
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(d) If, in virtue of hi 
Puy not enter the schoolroom in the morning till the close of the time 
allowed for religious exercises, such absence shall not be treated as an offence 
against the rules of the school.

(¢) When a teacher claims to have conscientious scruples in regard to opening 
‘or closing school as herein prescribed, he shall notify the Board to that effect in 
writing; and it shall then be the duty of the Board to make such provision as it 
may deem expedient for the carrying out of the requirements of (1) (a) above. 


(2) (@) The Scriptures shall be read daily and systematically. The parts 
to be read may be taken from the book of selections adopted by the Department 
for that purpose, or from the Bible, or from the list of the Selected Scripture 
Readings of the International Sunday School Association, or from any other list 
approved by the Minister, as the Board by resolution may direct. 


(6) The Board may also order by resolution the reading of such parts by 
both pupils and teachers daily at the closing of the school, and, in addition, the 
repeating of the Ten Commandments at least once a week, and the memorization 
of passages selected by the Principal from the Bible. 


(c) If the Board does not pass the resolution provided for in (a) above, 
the teacher shall make the selection himself after duly notifying the Board of 
his intention, but such selection shall be subject to revision by the Board at 
any time. 


(3) (@) (i) A clergyman of any denomination shall have the right, and it 
shall be lawful for the Board to allow him, to give religious instruction to the 
pupils of his own denomination, in each school-house, at least once a week, 
before the hour of opening the school in the morning or after the hour of closing 
the school in the afternoon as the Board may determine. 


(ii) Under the same conditions, a clergyman, selected by the clergymen of 
any number of denominations, shall also have the right to give religious instruc- 
tion to the pupils belonging to such denominations. 


(b) If the clergymen of more than one denomination apply to give religious 
instruction in the same school-house where the number of classrooms is insuffi- 
cient for all at the same time, the Board shall decide on what day of the week a 
classroom shall be at the disposal of each, at the time above stated, 


(4) Emblems of a denominational character shall not be exhibited in a 
Public School during regular school hours.

Dear Madam: 


I have been directed to acknowledge receipt 
of your letter of the 25th ultimo, addressed to Honourable 
T. A. Crerar, enclosing resolutions seed at a joint 
meeting of the Ohsweken md Sour Springs Woman's Institutes 
of the Six Nations Reserve and of the New Credit Woman's 
Institute of the Mississaugas - requesti that Indian 
teachers who are qualified be given positions in Indian 
schoole. 


In this connection I would point out that, of 
the 13 teachers employed at present in the schools on the 
Six Nations Indian reserve, 11 are Indians, one an enfran- 
chised Indian and one a white person. Besides, we have 
Indian teachers on other reserves. The Department gives 
every consideration to the appointment of qualified Indian 
teachers, but it is not always possible to have vacancies 
at which it would be satisfactory for an Indian girl, 
especially, to carry out the teaching duties. I am not 
aware what vacancies there will be for teachers for the 
coming school year. There are a number of Indian teachers 
who have applied, and they will be kept in mind when 
filling any vacancies for the coming academic year. 


Regarding the appointment of Indian teachers 
at residential schools, I would say that these schools are 
conducted under the auspices of one or other of the 
religious denominations, and, provided the teacher is 
qualified, the Department allows them to make the appoint- 
ment. The salary in such case is paid by the echool 
authorities, from their per capita allowances or other 
receipts.

s you comment, musical instruction is increasingly 
becoming general throughout the schools of this Province and 
it would appear fitting to give the Indians of is j 
some direction along this line, age not only do they appear mostl 
have a natural ear for music, but their ging is pleasing 
and it is a simple and reasonably easily attained pleasure 
which they derive much delight.

Most school-authorities I have discussed the matter with 
are whole heartedly in favour of a curriculum that includes musical 
instruction, feeling it beneficial and interesting for the chil- 
dren in every way, and it is reasonable to suppos h an idea 
apply equally to Indian children. 


It appears that this instruction is limited to about 
30 minutes a class at a time and it is considered that in the course 
of a school year it should amount to about 40 hours per class. 


Apparently in this Province at the present time, teachers 
have to qualify by a special course before they can give this type 
of musical instruction, and they are then paid at the rate of $60.00 
per annum per school. ‘These courses are held during July and August 
each year and I would suggest if Miss Montvure is given this position 
it should be understood she takes this q ifying course next summer.

Miss Monture is of course, an accomplished musician, which 
does not necessarily mean she is fitted for this type of instructional 
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ugh I would say she is, and such a course is bound to help 
and assist her to obtain the best results. 


In view of the information o itlined and all other circum- 
ses 1 am of the opinion that it at all poenss Miss Monture 
should ceive the appointment of Musi cal instructor in this ®uper-

As the Depa:tment is aware it is not easy for an indien, 
male or female, to obtain a situation in the more select vocations of 
life off a Reserve and here is an indian girl who has worked hard to 
attain some means to a decent livelihood and it would be a fitting re- 
cognition of her efforts to allow her to carry on a useful work among 
her own 


There ¢ relve schools in this Superintendency, two of them 
being two r« 2d schools, and it would probably be the best plan tc 
maintain separate classes for musical instruction in these two schools, 
which would mean there would be 14 classes to teach. 


fn view of the Road difficulties, some ,arts of the year, 
if this appointment is made, 1 would suggest instruction be limited to 
three schoo day, two in the morning and one in the afternoon, and 
the salary . be $600.00 for the year, rising to $960.00, if sat- 
isfactory services are rendered. 


As far as transportation goes, 14 think if Miss Monture is 
appointed she should be prepared to provide her own, as she and her 
mot! ler own a car, and if the schools are grouped conveniently the dis- 
tance, to travel any one day is not gre t and except on rare occasions, 
it is possible to reach any school, as except for one they have approach 
by gravel from one direction. 


If such an appointment is made 1 can call the teachers to- 


gether and this additional instruction can be fitted in to the curric- 


ulum in the most convenient way to all concerned. 


With reference to your comment on the difficulty of justifying 
such an appointment, may 1 be peritted to bring some facts to your 
attention. This xeserve in numbers is easily the largest (n the 
Dominion and the Indians of it have been associated with the white man 
Closely for over two hundred years, and being so near to a modern City, 
live in many ways very little differently to our own population. 


they are observant and not slow to note all that is going 
on around them, and quite rightly desire to keep up with the modern 
progress in any way it brings them particularly, educational advantages 
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Ag far as Agriculture goes and considering the size and 
num on this Heserve, it has for many years lac ed any agricul- 
tural direction,being allowed to drift, until the problem of reviving 
the life of the farmi community is a grave and difficult one. ‘the 
appointment of a Farm Instructor recently was certainly tively, and 
something which should have been done many years ago, especially in 
view of the fact some Keservés seem to have two. 


May I also point out that this ouperintendency throughout 
the years of the depression has made no calls on the Pylic purse for 
relief appropriations, like many Reserves, but has more or less been 
self supporting, which is greatly to the credit of the 5000 odd people 
who live on this Heserve. 


lany thousands of people on and off Heserves have cost thou- 
sands upon tousands to maintain on relief in recent years, so it is my 
opinion it is more sound to put a person into a position which will 
achieve something for the community at large and give reasonably 
gainful employment, than to possibly maintain the individual on relief, 
or the depressing effect of just existing.
